evening under combined full-front 
attacks by M. Herriot, leader of the 
radical socialists, and M. Marin, 
leader of the moderates.

Poincare May Enter. 

In this cabinet, those apparently

Tardieu and M. Marin. It is already 
credited with the intention of de- 
manding full powers from the cham- 
ber, like the preceding combination 
but in a different manner. In view 
of President Doumergue’s reluctance 
to hold all-night conversations, it 
will be impossible to foretell the 
outcome of the efforts to put a new 
government in the saddle. 

Those who listened to today’s 
historic debate saw the burly Her- 
riot desert the president’s chair in 
the chamber and take his place 
among the members. He then de 
manded the floor in behalf of his 
group and launched into a bull-like 
attack against the government, for 
which he had voted on several previ- 
ous occasions. 

The matter before the house was 
the government’s bill demanding 
full powers to settle the financial 
crisis by the issuance of decrees, The 
financial committee of the chamber 
yesterday by a vote of 14 to 13 re- 
fused to approve such powers, and 
Premier Briand and M. Caillaux, 
the finance minister, decided to 


place the responsibility squarely on .— 


parliament. 
Confidence Is Raised. 


When the subject came up today 
Premier Briand made it a question 
of confidence, and debate began in 
an atmosphere of tense excitement. 

M. Herriot at once took the posi- 
tion that the government’s demand 
for full powers without  parlia- 
mentary control was an attack upon 
republican institutions. To this 
M. Briand, in whose cabinet M. Her- 
riot served in wartime, tartly re- 
torted that he had no lessons in 
democracy to receive from anybody. 

The debate between Premier 
Briand and M. Herriot, himself a 
former premier, was one of the 
most memorable in the history of 
the republic. At one point, ad- 
dressing the radical leader, M, | 
Briand said: ‘‘M. Herriot, listen to ~ 
me carefully. If tomorrow, thanks ~ 
to you, the government’s work is 
paralyzed, think of your responsi- 
bilities! ’’ 

Contending earnestly that the 
government had no desire to attack

Illustrating ep latter are 
$500,000 for 
buildings eliminated from the 1927 
budget by Congress. Every one 
knew the sums would have to be 
spent in 1927, but eyes were shet 
and the eliminations were made on 
the theory that supplementary ap- 
propriations would be made to 
cover them when tne time came to 
spend the money. This $500,000, to- 
gether with a similar sum to cover 
omissions of other departments of 
the local governments, has been 
figured into the 1928 budget by the 
auditor and commissioners, by tak- 
ing an extra $1,000,000 out of de- 
partmental estimates so that the 
$1,000,000 of supplemental esti- 
Mates will not increase the 1928 
tax rate beyond expectations. The 
commissioners are firmly commit- 
ted to the policy of making these 
the last supplemental appropria- 
tions to be asked for unless acute 
emergency should arise. Maj. Dono- 
van’s letter asks that no appropria- 
tiors in the 1928 budget be made 
“immediately available,’’ and the 
commissioners expect to make a 
similar request each year hence- 
forth. 


Divided into Five Groups. 


Maj. Donovan explains the local 
budget to Gen. Lord by _ dividing 
1928 estimates of expenditures into 
five groups and those of ré@venue 
into nine groups. 

Expenditures are classified as 
$36,726,345 chargeable to the Dis- 
trict and the United States, $1,200.,- 
000 to gasoline tax receipts, $1,414,- 
880 to the water fund and $2265.- 
000 to permanent and _ indefinite 
appropriations. These total $39,- 
566,225, the sum to which the com- 
missioners cut departmental esti- 
mates. A fifth classification is add- 
ed to this, of $2,475,000 for expen- 
diture under trust and = special 
funds. The commissioners can not 
cut the items making up this total. 
It brings the grand total of the 1928 
District budget, in its present 
status, to $42,041,225. 

Estimates receipts of the District 
for 1928, as outlined by the audi- 
tor, are as follows: 

Tax on intangible personal prop- 
erty, $2,300,000; tax on, earnifigs 
of public utilities and banks, $2,- 
200,000; miscellaneous revenues 
from fines, fees, licenses and special 
assessments, $3,000,000; gasoline 
tax, $1,200,000; water collections, 
$1,414,880; from trust and specia! 
funds, $1,975,000; surplus, $3061,- 
000; contribution by the United 
States, $9,000,000; amount neces- 
sary to raise by taxation of tangible 
personal and real property, $20,- 
700,345. 


Will Yield $110,000 Surplus. 


Naj. Donovan then explains in 
detail his calculation that a $1.80 
tax rate, continued from the present 
to the following year, will yield 
$110,000 in excess of that sum. 

Then his letter proceeds, in part, 
as follows: 

“This information is presented 
solely for the, purpose of showing 
to the budget ‘bureau that the total 
of the tentative estimates of the 
commissioners for 1928 is computed 
on the basis of continuing the 1927 
tax rate of $1.80. It shouid be 
borne in mind, however, that this 
computation does not take into con- 
sideration any supplemental or de- 
ficiency appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1928.

Barris then described how he was 
literally” blown, with several others, 
by a series of explosions a distance 
of 600 feet.

An- 
other explosion blew me with sev- 
eral marines under the stoop of the 
laboratory. 

“‘Other explosions blew us along 
over the rocks and bushes, in all a 
distance of 500 feet. When I 
reached the fence I tried to climb it, 
but every time I tried to climb over 
it I was blown off. Then I crawled 
under it.’’ 

The witnes® said about eight or 
ten minutes after the sentry noti- 
fled him of the fire he heard the 
first explosion.

Trenton, N. J., July 17 (By A.

The 
position of the attorney general has 
not been. disclosed.

of yesterday that he saw no reason 
for reopening the investigation. 

It was learned today that State 
police are making a secret investi- 
gation in Somerset county, where 
the bodies of the Rev. Edward 8. 
Hall, rector of the Church of St. 
John the Divine, New Brunswick, 
ane one of his choir singers, Mrs. 
Eleanor Mills, were found, riddled 
with bullets, on September 14, 1922. 
The bodies lay a few hundred yards 
across the line dividing Somerset 
and Middlesex county.

Interest in the case revised 
by the filing of a petition by 
Arthur 8. Riehl, of Roselle Park, 
for an annulment of his marriage 
to Louise Geist Riehl, who at the 
time of the murders was a maid at 
the Hall home.

SKIPPERS WELCOME 
BOARD’S NEW RULING 


Captains, Annoyed by Many 
Requests, Had Almost 
Declared Cupid Strike. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The stir kicked up by the legal 
opinion of the Shipping Board that 
American shippers had no Federal 
authority to! perform marriage 
ceremonies at sea, found a quick 
reaction-yesterday on Capitol Hill, 
where Representative Britten (Re- 
publican), Illinois, announced he 
would press for legislation vali- 
dating beyond question, all such 
previous marriages, but preventing 
them in the future. 

Commerce Department officials 
backed up the Shipping Board opin- 


ion, by asserting that. so far as 
Federal authority goes, a steve- 
dore had as much right to officiate 
at an ocean wedding as the captain 
of the Leviathan. However, it 
was pointed out, laws of the States 
where ships were documented 
might give the captains the legal 
power to satisfy the wishes of 
those desiring the romance of sea 
nuptials. 

As to the State laws no informa- 
tion was available, and the Depart- 
ment of Justice observed a discreet 
reluctance to comment on the situa- 
tion. 

-Mr. Britten objected to what he 
termed the ‘glamor’ attached to 
sea weeddings. ‘‘Movie actresses, 
limelight artists, and others fond 
of free advertising,’’ he said, ‘“‘may 
court the idea of marriage aboard 
ship, in balloons and in airplanes. 
Marriages performed under such 
circumstances have a touch oof 
frivolity and I can see no need in 
them.”’ 

New York, July 17 (By A. P.).— 
Among the first to seek advice to- 
day of the opinion of Judge Chaun- 
cey G. Parker, of the Shipping 
Board, that skippers of American 
boats have no power to perform 
marriage ceremonies was B. IL. 
Friedland, who married Nora 
Bayes, popular comedienne, aboard 
the Leviathan last summer. He as- 
serted that while there was no ques- 
tion in his mind about the validity 
of his marriage, he and Miss Bayes 
would be remarried in London 
next month ‘if there was the slight- 
est shadow of doubt.” 

The question of the validity of 
the sea marriage was raised in New 
York by Bud Fisher, the cartoonist, 
in fighting application for alimony 
to his wife whom he met and mar- 
ried aboard the Leviathan last Oc- 
tober. Supreme Court Justice Ford 
waived aside the question raised by 
Fisher and held ‘‘there is no ques- 
tion of the validity of the marri- 
age.”’ 

Order Pleases Skippers. 


London, July 17 (By A. P.).— 
Skippers of vessels owned by the 
American government are more 
than pleased at orders from the 
Shipping Board yot to perform any 
more marriage ceremonies at sea. 

The skippers had become so tired 
of sea weddings enyway that they 
had practically gone on _ strike 
against Cupid. Only last week 
Capt. Blou, who is in charge of 
service in European ports for the 
United States Lines issued instruc- 
tions that there were to be no more 
weddings aboard ships of that line. 

Consequently the decision of 
Judge Chauncey 8. Parker, ques- 
tioning the right of captains of gov- 
ernment owned vessels to perform 
marriages, has been greeted en- 
thusiastically by Capt. Herbert 
Hartley, of the Leviathan, and Capt. 
George Fried, of the President 
Roosevelt, which have been .the fa- 
vorite wedding ships. | 

Nora Bayes, well known comedi- 
enne, who was married to Benja- 
min L. Friedland, of New York, 
aboard the Leviathan at sea, is not 
losing any sleep over the Shipping 
Board’s attitude. Miss Bayes, 
through her secretary, said she did 
not care to see a Washington dis- 
patch quoting the opinion of Judge 
Parker on the validity of these mar- 
riages. 


Held Legal in New York. 


Albany, N. Y., July 17 (By A. 
P.).—New York State law does not 
specifically authorize marriages 
performed at sea by captains of 
ships, the attorney general’s office 
found today in connection with a 
Shipping Board ruling handed down | 
in Washington prohibiting such 
ceremonies. 

The law of this State does, how- 
ever, recognize ‘‘common _law’’ 
marriages agreed to by both par- 
ties, whether at sea or on land, and 
under the statute, the State’s lega) 
department believes captaing of 
ships may lawfully perform the 
ceremony.

Oregon Senator Predicts Re- 
publicans Will Hold Majority 
in November Elections. 


ADMITS THAT PARTY 
NUMBERS WILL DROP 


Nugent’s Entrance Into Idaho 
Race Gives Promise of 
Close Contest. 


Republican control of the Senate 
will not be broken by the elections 
in November, according to Senator 
McNary, of Oregon, member of the 
Republican senatorial committee, 
He predicted yesterday that the 
Democrats would fail to gain. the 
Senate. 

Democratic leaders, and even 
many Republicans in the Senate, 
have assumedthat the Republicans 
would be at such a disadVantagé-in 
a large number of States -where 
there are senatorial contests this 
fall, as practically to assure Demo- 
cratic domination of the Senate in 
the next Congress. Senator Mc- 
Nary, who has been giving close at- 


tention to the situation, does not 
agree with this view. 

“The Democrats are not going to 
win the Senate,” said Senator Mc- 
Nary. ‘“‘The Republicans will con- 
tinue in control, though by a re- 
duced majority. I am unable to 
see how the Democrats are going to 
make sufficient gains to gain con- 
trol.”’ 

Criticises Democrats. 


Senator McNary takes the view 
that the Democrats in the last Con- 
gress, failed to make such a record 
as will put them in a position to 


make an effective fight for control 
of the Senate. There is much criti- 
cism by Democrats themselves, 
party leaders say, over the fact that 
they had no competent leadership 
in Congress, and hence were unable 
to take advantage of such issues 
as arose. 

Senator McNary holds that Re- 
publican unwillingness to see ¢ 
administration hampered by a 
Democratic Senate in the next Con- 
gress will be a large factor in hold- 
ing Republican control. In order 
to gain control of the Senate, the 
Democrats have to make a net gain 
of nine seats. In Republican sena- 
torial committee circles, the con- 
viction is held that the Democrats 
cannot capture that number of 
places away from the Republicans. 

Senator McNary will depart for 
the West next week. He will stop 
over in Chicago and while there 
will confer with Senator Deneen, of 
Illinois, secretary of the senatorial 
committee. Senator Deneen desires 
to discuss, phases of the campaign 
with Senator McNary, who is és- 
pecially familiar with internmoun- 
tain and far Western conditions. 


Nugent Enters Race. 


Announcement that former Sena- 
tor John F. Nugent (Democrat), 
now on the trade commission, has 
come out as a candidate for the 
senatorship in Idaho, held by Sena- 
tor Gooding (Republican), presages 
a hard struggle in that State. The 
announcement has been expected 
here for some time. 

In 1920, Gooding defeated Nu- 
gent, who was then in the Senate, 
and sought tg return. The con- 
test this time is expected to be a 
close one. It will hinge on whether 
Gooding, who is a conservative 
Republican, can get the progres- 
sive Republican vote. If he can he 
will win, but otherwise Nugent will 
be winner. 

Uncertainty is felt here as to 
what the progressive vote will do. 
Gooding is a high tariff advocate 
and there is said to be considerable 
oposition among Republicans in 
Idaho to the existing law but 
whether Nugent can capitalize that 
feeling is a question.

Police Inspector Found Guilty; 
Jury Disagrees on His

Boston, July 17 (By A. P.).— 
The jury in the Chelsea rum con- 
spiracy trial, involving Mayor Law- 
rence F. Quigley and twelve others, 
returned~a verdict of guilty today 
in the case of five of the defend- 
ants.

Those convicted included Police 
Inspector Thomas Quigley, brother 
of the mayor, and Poliss Sergt.

NEW LEGIOLATION 
TO GOVERN INANE 
Choco 19 PLANNED 


Interior Department Would 
Make Jury Trial Optional 
Instead of Mandatory. 


——" 


Legislation designed to modern- 
ize the machinery for handling in- 
sane persons in the District of Co- 
lumbia will be sought at the next 
session of Congress by the Depart 
ment of the Interior. 

The proposed legislation would 
make it optional with a ‘‘mentally 
sick’’ person as to whether he 
should submit to a jury trial to be 
committed to. St. Elizabeths Hos- 
pital; would make it possible for 
a person to voluntarily commit him- 
self, and would lessen the likelihood 
of patients getting their release be- 
fore they are in a safe condition. 

Dr. William A. White, superin- 
tendent of St. Elizabeths Hospital, 
pointed out yesterday that the 
present method of committing men 
and women to the hospital is mod- 
eled after criminal procedure al- 
though the problem involved is 
vastly different. 

Under the present system a resi- 
dent of the District of Colwmbia is 
compelled to submit to a jury trial 
before he can be permanently com- 
mitted to St. Elizabeths. 


Criticises Jury Trial. 


The publicity that is attached to 
a jury trial in open court is so odi- 
ous to some families that they re- 
fuse it, Dr. White said. 
than take the stand and publicly 
testify that a brother, a sister, a 
parent or a child is insane, Dr. 
White said, many men and women 
keep insane persons at home. Con- 
sequently, the insane persons are 
deprived of the proper treatment, 
and the family has to suffer his 
strange and sometimes dangerous 
conduct. 

Under the proposed legislation, it 
would be optional with the insane 
person, or person believed to be or 
accused of being insane, as to 
whether he should have a jury pass 
on his sanity. Thus, a person who 
wanted to escape the ordeal of such 
publicity could do so, while those 
who felt that they were being ‘‘rail- 
roaded” could demand a jury trial 
and an open hearing. 

The need for legislation making 
possible voluntary commitments 
was illustrated by Dr. White with 
the story of a man who recently 
called at St. Elizabeths and asked 
to be admitted as a patient. This 
man, according to Dr. White, said 
he was afraid he wag going to kill 
his wife. Under the law, he could 
not be admitted. A week or so la- 
ter, according to Dr. White, the 
man slashed his wife’s throat. 


Retains Release Rights. 


The. proposed legislation would 
provide that a person who volun- 
tary committed himself would re- 
serve the right to petition for his 
release at any time. If the hospital 
authorities did not think he was 
sufficiently well to get out, they 
would take the case into court. 

In the past four months a large 
number of patients have obtained 
their release from St. Elizabeths by 
asking for a writ of habeas corpus 
and then contending in court that 
that they were not being legally 
held. These patients, for the most 
part, had been committed by the 
War and Navy Departments, the 
veterans’ bureau and the Treasury 
Department. Inasmuch as many of 
these patients had been discharged 
by the army and navy after their 
commitment, the court has held 
that the departments no longer had 
jurisdiction’ oyer them: and that 
they, therefore, were being ille- 
gally held. 

The result has been, according to 
Dr. White, that many persons have 
been released who should not have 
been released, patients still men- 
tally ill, in some cases helpless and 
in others, dangerous. 

The legislation proposed by the 
Interior Department would make it 
neceggary for this type of patient to 
go before a jury. In this way, the 
question of his sanity would be 
passed on, whereas, now the only 
question at issue is whether he is 
being legally held. :

In event of another war it would 
be possible, officers coinmanding 
the United States forces believe, to 


know with approximate exactitude | 


any material movement of men, 
ships or airplanes by the enemy far 
enough in advance of the move- 
ment to completely forestall it, pro- 
vided men and equipment were 
available. 

The airplane and its vital and 
increasingly important adjunct, the 
aerial camera, have shattered and 
penetrated darkness, an army’s 
greatest protection. 

Practical perfection for military 
purposes was attained in night 
aerial photography Wednesday 
night when Lieut. George W. God- 
dard made successful photographs 
from a plane at a height of 1,600 
feet, using flash bombs anda spe- 
cial camera shutter synchronized 
with the flash. 


Reveal People in Strects. 


These photographs have such 
detail as to see groups of people on 
the streets of Dayton, to note auto- 
mobiles and street cars and to rec- 
ognize downtown buildings. Aerial 
night photographs have been made 
before in which fair detail and defi- 
nition were obtained in stationary 
objects, but moving objects were 
always streaks or smudges on the 
film. 

In the pictures made by Lieut. 
Goddard Wednesday night, in spite 
of the high speed of the ship, street 
lights show up as only minutely 
elongated white dots, and lights on 
moving street cars and automobiles 
do not make long white streaks 
through the-~pictures. 

The flash bombs used in making 
the ‘“‘shots’’ contain 30 pounds of 
flashlight powder each end are of 
different colors. Different colors 
are combined in certain proportions 
to overcome certain actinic condi- 
tions. Some flashes eliminate haze, 
others do not. Some bring out 
more detail than others. The best 
results, Lieut. Goddard said, are ob- 
tained by using quick and intense 
flashes of colored powders, rather 
than longer flashes of white powder. 


PRISON PAY IS LOW; 
GUARDS SELL LIQUOR

Prisoner, Intoxicated, Taken 
to Court, Makes Florid 
Address to Judge. 


Chicago, July 17 (By A. P.).— 
Tne low wage of $149 a month paid 
to guards at the Cook county jail 
was blamed today by Sheriff Peter 
Hoffman for the second discovery 
in a month of the sale of liquor to 
prisoners. 

At Hoffman’s request two guards 
who brought Frank MacErlane, 
gangster, into court yesterday in 
such a state of intoxication that he 
made a florid address to the court, 
were made defendants in contempt 
of court proceedings. 

The wages paid are so scant, the 
sheriff declared, that the jail 
guards may be tempted to increase 
their income by smuggling liquor 
and narcotics to prisoners. 

The MacErlane episode was cli- 
maxed by a threat against the 
judge himself by a partly intoxi- 
cated guard, who was haled before 
the bench when MacErlane’s 
plight was discovered.

All liquor in British Columbia is 
sold by the provincial government.

ish Columbia bone dry. Sale of 
beer by the glass was established 
by a Vancouver plebiscite.

Incendiarism Blamed for 11 
Blazes Now Raging; Drive

San Francisco, July 17 (By A.

Wife. at Forman Trial, Denied 
Charges—Witness’ Where- 
abouts Unknown. 


Belair, Md., July. 17 (By A. P.). 
Thomas H. Symington, millionaire 
New York clubman, has filed suit 
here for an absolute divorce from 
his wife, Mrs. Ida May Symington, 
it was learned today. The suit was 
filed July 7 in the circuit court of 
Harford county, acting in equity. 

Mr. Symington charges miscon- 
duct, and names several corespond- 
lents and’‘‘divers others unknown 
to him.’”’ 

The court permitted Mr. Syming- 
,ton to serve notice of the suit by 
publication and allowed Mrs. Sym- 
,;ington until August 23 to show 
|cause why the decree should not be 
| Sranted. The suit#is the second 
brought by the clubman against his 
wife within the last two years. 
Divorce proceedings instituted in 
New York in 1924 charged Mrs. 
Symington with misconduct and 
also named the same corespondents. 


Married First in 1919. 


In the suit filed here Mr. Syming- 
ton stated that he and Mrs. Syming- 
ton, formerly Mrs. Ida May Weber, 
of Massachusetts, were married at 
Falmouth, Mass., August 0, 1919, 
and that a ‘second. marriage was 
performed in New York city May 
3, 1922. 

From the date of their first mar- 
riage until April, 1924, they lived 
in New York city, Morristown N. 
'J., and Florida. Asserting that he 
has been a dutiful, affectionate and 
faithful husband, Mr. Symington 
charges that his wife misconducted 
herself between January, 1923, and 
April 18, 1924. At about the lat- 
ter date, Mr. Symington says, he 
learned of his wife’s infidelity and 
since then the couple have lived 
apart. 

No children have been born of 
the marriage, the bill states, but 
under the laws of New York, Mr. 
Symington in June, 1922, adopted 
Dorothea Weber, a daughter of 
Mrs. Symington by her former mar- 
riage. 

Mr. Symington gives Harford 
county as his permanent residence. 
Mrs. Symington, it is stated, is a 
resident of New York. Mr. Syming- 
ton tonight declined to discuss the 
suit. Mrs. Ida May Symington is 
the clubman’s second wife.

Tried to Drop Previous Suit. 


New York, July 17 (By A. P.). 
Thomas H. Symington attempted 
to drop a previous divorce suit be- 
gun here in 1924. 

At the trial of the former suit 
Talbot W. Chambers, one of several 
persons named by Mr. Symington, 
admitted on the witness stand un- 
due intimacy with Mrs. Symington, 
but the manufacturer’s wife denied 
all unfaithfulness to her husband. 
—|Supreme Court Justice Ford threw 
the case out of court and ordered 
a finding in favor of Mrs. Syming- 
ton. 

He added that he ‘‘would not be- 
lieve Chambers on oath.’’ Later 
the appellate division reversed the 
decision and directed that a new 
trial be held. 

Shortly afterward, Mr. Syming- 
ton’s attorneys petitioned for per- 
mission to drop action in the case. 

Supreme Court Justice Mullan 
refused te-grant the petition. 

Chambers, arrested on a statutory 
charge following his testimony as to 
intimacy with Mrs. Symington, 
pleaded not guilty.

HICAGO, July 17.—The rather 
mysterious thing that we call 
form in baseball is counting 

heavily now. With summer weath- 
er bringing out this form at its 
best, the major league races are 
tightening so closely that I look 
for August and September to fur- 
nish us the most exciting finish to 
a baseball season we ever have 
known. 

Clubs of natural strength and 
balance like the Senators, the 
Giants, the Pirates, the Athletics 
are now taking advantage of their 
form, a proof that experienced base- 
ball men were not mistaken in their 
judgment of them early in the 
spring. 

At that time, while clubs like the 
Yanks, Cleveland and others, were 
in a formative period, we had lit- 
tle ‘to go on in judging actual 
strength until the construction was 
complegfe. All sorts of wild guesses 
were made by casual visitors. The 
Yanks were first said to be hope- 
less. So was Tris Speaker’s club. 
Then they came like a streak. That 
was not a reversal of form, but a 
gradual development of it. 


ECENTLY, by the way, I 
have heard from baseball 
men in the American 

league that the Yanks could not 
hold up and that some other 
team would eventually knock 
them out of the lead. I can’t 
quite agree with that. I can’t 
see how a club like that can be 
knocked off easily. Why, the 
Yanks can win the American 
league pennant, I believe, by 
winning half of their games for 
the rest of the season. 


Just figure it out and you can see 
what a margin like theirs means. 
No matter what may happen, it 
seems reasonable to believe that the 
Yanks can win half their remaining 
70 games. 

In the National league the situa- 
tion is different. Our success in 
setting back the Reds four games in 
one series has changed things so 
that any one of five clubs may hop)

Often it has been said that form 
does not count in baseball like it 
does in other sports. That is a 
mistake due to faulty comparison. 
The form always counts but it is the 
unforeseen physical accidents, pre- 
venting a player from showing his 
real form, that causes all theup- 
sets. 

You can’t compare baseball with 
racing or boxing in judging the ef- 
fect of form. <A boxer is a one- 
man. machine. He is made up of 
different parts of machinery, all 
of which have to work in unigon. 
But. if a fighter should break a 
bone in his hand, he would simply 
postpone the fight. If a horse 
should injure one of his legs he 
would be withdrawn from the race. 
A ball club, though made up of dif- 
ferent parts, has to go right on 
playing as a group regardless of 
the injury to one of the parts. 
Without those effective parts, a 
team does not really show its form. 
_ For example, Travis Jackson, as 
important to us as the bone in a 
hand is to a fighter, was lost to the 
club this six weeks. Virgil Barnes, 
another vital part was lost for four 
weeks or more. Now that both ave 
back, the form is more complete 
and the results are beginning to 
show. In other words, the Giants 
are for’ the first time able to show 
anything like their form. Other 
clubs have been n similarly affected.

Should wood shafts be replaced 
every year or will a shaft last sev- 
eral seasons? 


By ABE G. ESPINOSA, 


One of America’s Leading 
Professionals. 

A properly taken care gf should 

last:at least three years. But 
if ‘through neglect the shaft be- 
comes warped, it should be replaced 
at once. After exposure to wet 
weather, shafts should be wiped 
and rubbed down with oil. They 
should be guarded against extremes 
of heat. An oil rub keeps shafts 
from becoming too dry, and conse- 
quently brittle and liable to split. 
First class hickory is hard to find, 
so it must be treated with the great- 
est respect. Before a championship 
I take special heed to the condition 
of my shafts. I once had the mis- 
fortune of breaking a shaft of a 
favorite club during a match and I 
felt greatly handicapped by its loss. 
If I had taken the precaution of 
having had the old and brittle one 
replaced before it was actually 


broken, this would not have hap-)} 


pened. The scarcity of good hick- 
ory has driven me to use the steel 
for my driver, brassie and spoon. 
The shafts of iron clubs being 
shorter, thicker and with less 
whip, are longer lived. -

Started on his 
quest, he went from village to vil- 
lage gleaning folk songs and dances 
and learning from the Morris men 
how to execute the various steps 
according to exact tradition. 

He found three types of folk 
dances in England, Morris, sword 
and country. The Morris and sword 
were spectacular and ceremonial 
dances traditionally performed by 
men only. The country dances were 
quite different, being for men and 
women, and essentially social in 
character. 

Since folk dances are linked 
closely with folk songs, many of 
the dances being danced to old bal- 
lad tunes, Mr. Sharp’s research in- 
cluded, naturally enough, the re- 
discovery of many national songs 
and airs. During his 25 years de-

The first American branch of the 
society was started about thirteen 
years ago in Boston. a year later 
at the time that Mr, Sharp visited 
this country another was started in 
New York. In Philadelphia two 
groups have been formed, and an- 
other group is located at Bryn 
Mawr. 
i Last year both the Boston and 
New York branches held folk dance 
camps run on the same lines as the 
English camps, with some people 
attending for the social fun of danc- 
ing and some with the purpose of 
taking a normal course. 

The New York branch now has 
over 300 members, and its officers 
are: President, Mr. Stanley Wat- 
kins; secretary, Mr. Sydney Par- 
sons. Officers of the Boston branch 
are: President, Mrs. James J. Stor- 
row; vice president, Mr. James 
Garfield, and secretary, Miss Doro- 
thy Bolles. :

HE rules of golf committee 
fie of the United States Golf 

association reported to the 
last annual meeting of the as- 
sociation that “they halve been 
in communication with the 
Royal and Ancient Golf club of 
St. Andrews, with the view of 
coming to an understanding 


upon certain rulings in order to 
make them uniform. 


“There are many situations that 
arise under the rules of golf,” the | 
committee stated, ‘‘that-are not, 
thoroughly understood by many of 
the players.’’ Truer words were 
never written, and yet the best that 
is offered to American golfers is the 
assertion that “the two committees 
are clearing these points of mis- 
understanding as rapidly and con- 
sistently as possible.’’ When we ask 
for bread we are given a stone. 

Nor is this all. It seems curious 
to find retafined in the rules phrases 
which are applicable only to the 
British terrain and to see even the 
British spelling of the word 
“honour” is slavishly followed. 
These, however, are minor matters. 
Much more to the point, as illustrat- 
ing complete dependence upon Brit- 
ish jnfiuence, was an experience in 
the matter of a requested ruling. 

In September, 1924, the rules of 
golf committee was asked to make 
a decision .»n the question of a 
player smoothing the sand in a 
bunker after his shot, with the ball 
still in the bunker, although the ac- 
tion did not affect the lie of the ball 
in its new position. The ruling 
now is that no penalty attaches, 
but the reply was not received. until 
July, 1925, ten months later. In- 
stead of acting upon its own initia- 
tive and judgment, the committee 
spent the intervening time in await- 
ing advice from the British authori- 
ties. 

In this connection it is worth 
while to quote from an editorial in 
a recent issue of Golf Illustrated of 
London. It is so refreshingly 
arrogant that it should -be reprint- 
ed. ‘‘We venture to suggest,”’ says 
the editorial, ‘‘that the Royal and'§ 
Ancient must continue to assert 
itself as the ruling authority on 
golf, irrespective of any action our 
friends, the United States Golf 
association, may or may not take. 
After all, the Royal and Ancient 
club of St. Andrews is the pre- 
dominant legislative body in golf 
and must remain so; it must not be 
dragged by the coat-tails either by 
the United. States Golf association 
or any other friendly body of 
legislators.”

The United States 
Golf association, after a lengthy, 
exhaustive and costly series of ex- 
periments, decided upon a larger 
and a-lighter ball, and having 
walked up the hill, walked down 
again because the Royal and An- 
cient regarded the proposition un- 
favorably.

The recent American victories 
abroad ought to stimulate the spirit 
of ’76 on this side of the water. It 
is not necessary for us to be rad- 
ical, It is not even likely, should 
we rise from our bended knees, 
that we shall cease to be on friendly 
terms with our British cousins. 
They need us as much if not 
more:than we need them. We are

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CORN BELT POLITICS. 

The corn belt farmers and politicians 
who seek their own advantage by cater- 
ing to the farmers will meet at Des 
Moines on Tuesday to work out a plan 


for further procedure. They think they 
know what they want, but they are hazy 
as to ways and means of attaining it. 
They want high prices for what they pro- 
duce and low prices on what they con- 
sume. But since their proposals, several 
times modified, were rejected by the Re- 
publicans and Democrats of Congress, 
they find that they must evolve a new 
plan. What will it be? 

There are indications that the farmers 
and politicians, instead of evolving a plan 
based upon economic grounds, are about 
to indulge in political maneuvers in the 
hope of preventing the nomination of Mr. 
Coolidge. They seem to hold the opinion 
that if they can encompass Mr. Coolidge’s 
defeat and the defeat of all members of 
Congress who opposed the McNary- 
Haugen bill, a new regime in Washing- 
ton will shatter the tariff to bits and 
remold it to their hearts’ desire. At 
the same time, many Republicans in the 
corn belt are announcing that they will 
vote the Democratic ticket in revenge for 
the treatment they received in the re- 
cent Congress. 

A little analysis of the situation shows 
the futility of the corn belt scheme as it 
is developing. Mr. Coolidge is a high- 
tariff man; therefore he must be elimi- 
nated. Republicans who opposed the 
McNary-Haugen bill are to be retired. 
Then the tariff is to be revised by the 
newly elected Congress and approved by 
the new President; and this is to be ac- 
complished by substituting Democrats 
for Republicans in some cases, and by 
putting Frank O. Lowden in the White 
House! But who is authorized to say 
that Mr. Lowden would reverse the Re- 
publican tariff policy, if he could? He 
has intimated that the tariff does not do 
justice to agriculture, but no one can 
point to a word from him which indicates 
that he would strike down the tariff on 

manufactures, which is the pillar of 
American prosperity. Presumably Mr. 
Lowden favors merely an increase of 
tariff duties on agricultural products. If 
he should declare for a reduction of 
duties on manufactured articles the in- 
dustrial East would declare against him 
immediately. Without the support of the 
East no man can be nominated for Presi- 
dent by the Republican party. There- 
fore, unless Mr. Lowden should be as 
strong for the protective tariff as Mr. 
Coolidge is, the corn belt may as well 
dismiss the idea of nominating the Illi- 
nois statesman. 


The Republicans of the United States |- 


are the guardians of the protective tariff. 
They will not choose for their presidan- 
tial candidate any ‘man who opposes a 
high protective tariff. The corn belt 
Republicans who threaten to attack the 
. tariff are butting their heads against a 
stone wall in their own party; and they 
would gain nothing by supporting low- 
tariff Democrats unless they also mus- 
tered strength enough to elect a low- 
tariff Democrat as President. If they 
really believe that the present tariff is 
the root of all evil they will not waste 
time supporting a loyal Republican pro- 
tectionist like Frank Lowden. They will 
go into the Democratic party en masse 
and vote for a Democrat for President.

Before the campaign has advanced 


the Presidency will be subjected to an 
X-ray by protectionists, to make sure of 
his attitude toward the tariff. If any of 
them should prove weak or antagonistic 
to protection they will be turned down 
by the vast majority of Republicans, and 
that will finish them before the conven- 
tion has met. The corn belt Republicans, 
in other words, will be beaten within the 
party before the national campaign be- 
gins. They will have the alternative of 
standing loyally for a protectionist Re- 
publican or voting for a Democrat.

CHURCHILL’S MISSTATEMENTS. 

Winston Churchill, chancellor of the 
British exchequer, dees not help anybody 
or any nation when he intimates that the 
United States is less generous than 
Great Britain. in dealing with France. 
His speech in which he takes praise to 
himself for avoiding the “rigor that was 
meted out to us,” and asserting that it 
is better to be generous than to earn the 
lasting resentment of powerful nations, 
is obviously intended to inflame both 


the United States. If it were true that 
the United States is ungenerous the 
fling might be taken in silence; but it is 
untrue, and Mr. Churchill knows it is 
untrue. 

In the Churchill-Caillaux settlement 
no account is taken of debts for war ma- 
terial.and other items which France owes 
to Britain. In round numbers France 
will pay to Britain £800,000,000, or about 
$4,000,000,000, in 62 years. During the 
same period, under the Mellon-Caillaux 
agreement, she would pay to the United 
States, in round numbers, $6,000,000,- 
000, on a larger debt. 
items, and wipes the slate clean. Britain 
is demanding from France, in addition to 
the main item, full payment with inter- 
est of the amount due for war materials 
and other advances. Britain exacts many 
millions from France during the first 


five years, while the United States gives |

France a chance to breathe during that 
period. 

Against Mr. Churchill’s malicious mis- 
statement is opposed the sober and truth- 
ful statement of Secretary Mellon: 


If we compare the settlement of all of 
France’s indebtedness to England With 
the settlement of her indebtedness ,; to 
America, France has had generous treat- 
ment from us. Particularly is this true 
during the first five years, which wil! be 
most difficult for France. 


Mr. Churchill’s misleading comparison 
of the two debt settlements has contrib- 
uted to the misunderstanding in France 
which may result in ratification of the 
British settlement and rejection of the 
American settlement. Such an outcome 
would be most unfortunate, by destroy- 
ing France’s hopes of obtaining credit in 
the United States. So long as France 
fails to settle the debt the money reser- 
vcys here will be closed to her, although 
bankers and investors would be glad to 
extend credit if France would settle the 
debt and stabilize her currency. Will 
Mr. Churchill fill the breach by inducing 
British banks and investors to lend 
money to France? Or will he proceed to 
collect from France more proportionately 
than the United States demands, and in 
the meantime repeat his misstatements 
representing the United States as a re- 
morseless oppressor of both Britain aiid 
France? 

Expressions such as have been made 
by the British chancellor of the ex- 
chéquer are not only offensive because of 
their falsity, but are extremely injurious 
by inciting ill will between nations and 
thereby causing them to adopt policies 
harmful to themselves and their neigh- 
bors. No official in authority has the 
right to indulge in such misstatements, 
even if they momentarily gratify his ego- 
tism and vent his. spleen. If France 
should make the mistake of refusing to 
come to an agreement with the United 
States, part of the responsibility for the 
misfortune will rest upon the shoulders 
of Winston Churchill.

FACTS ABOUT POTATOES. 

If potatoes have anything to do with 
the prosperity of the farmer, he would 
be on Easy street. The 1925 crop of white 
potatoes last year was 
bushels, valued at $605,000,000. 
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323,000,000 |

parison of prices received by the farmers | 


of 1926 with the first five months of any 
year back to 1914 will illustrate the 
point. 
needed any act of Congress to raise 
prices. The average price for potatoes 
paid the farmers in 1914 was 69 cents a 
The average price the farmers 
received between 1921 and 1924 was 90 
cents.a bushel. The average price re- 
ceived by the farmers in #925 was $1.25 
a bushel. The average price paid the 
farmers in the first five months of 1926 
was $2.40 a bushel. 

The cause of this tremendous rise in 
price was a short supply and a big de- 
mand ; in other words, the law of supply 
and demand. Between*1914 and 1922 
there was no import duty on potatoes, 
yet the price paid the farmers increased. 
When the duty was 50 cents per 100 
pounds, or about 25 cents a bushel, the 
average price of potatoes at the farm 
increased about $1.60 a bushel between 
1922 and 1926. 

This illustration establishes two 
things at least: One, that the price of 
farm products, including corn, is deter- 
mined by supply and demand; the other, 
that the tariff has no relation to price.

“ENGLISH AS SHE IS SPOKE.” 


In setting himself to abolish the Ox- 
ford accent from England and its hybrid 
imitation from Ireland, St. John Ervine 
has taken on a Herculean task—one, in- 
deed, that looks impossible of accom- 
plishment, for the callow youths of both 
countries who have any social aspirations 
are convinced that, unless they acquire 
this supposedly artistic and highly re- 
fined manner of speech, they will be as 
barbarians to the exclusive circles in 
which they crave to move, and will be 
forever condemned to dwell in outer dark- 
ness and to spend their lives in wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. To some of them 
the acquisition of the correct accent 
comes, as the old writers would put it, by 
kind; others find it much more difficult 
and eventually master it only as the re- 
sult of long and painful discipline; but, 
by whatever method it is attained, once 
it is there, it clings like a burr to its pos- 
sessor for all his remaining days. Such a 
gift is not lightly laid down, even at the 
bidding of a successful playwright. 

But if Mr. Ervine has an arduous job 
to tackle, what are we to say of the stu- 
pendous one taken on by the committee 
which is just now engaged in seeking to 
standardize English pronunciation by 
means of the radio? The idea is that all 
the “‘uncles” and “aunts” and other an- 
nouncers of the British Broadcasting 
Company are to adopt a uniform method 
of saying their words, and that the mul- 
titudinous listeners-in are to be urged 
to go and do likewise. The promoters of 
the scheme are sanguine enough to hope 
that they will, in time, be able to get the 
Yorkshireman and the man from Somer- 
set to speak exactly alike, and to remove 
the old reproach that you may let a Dur- 
ham miner and a cockney costermonger 
loose in a talkfest for ten minutes and 
will 
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have understood a syllable of what the 
other has uttered. 

Radio is well nigh a miracle in itself, 
but it will prove to be one of the greatest 
wonder-workers of all the ages if it suc- 
ceeds in abolishing the differences be- 
tween the various English dialects. It is 
doubtful, too, whether any real service 
would be rendered to linguistics by the 
leveling down of all the speech peculiari- 
ties of the individual shires to the plane 
of a common denominator. As a learned 
Frenchman once observed, a dialect is a 
language that has had misfortunes; and 
there are many—some first class stu- 
dents of phonetics included—who love the 
English dialects for historical, tradi- 
tional or romantic reasons, and who, 
therefore, are by no means in favor of 
their abolition. Who that has read and 
reveled in ‘‘Lorna Doone’”’ would wish the 
husbandmen and farm laborers of Ex- 
moor to speak otherwise than as they do 
in the ‘pages of that glorious book?

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CRIME AND THE LAW. 


A report just made by the national 
crime commission and discussion of crim- 
inal procedure before the courts at the 
session of the American Bar association 
afford abundant food for thought - for 
thoge seriously concerned about the ex- 
tent of the crime wave sweeping over the 
country, especially in the East. Gun- 
men and bandits are plying their nefa- 
rious trade with increased vigor and each 
day brings shocking details of robberies 
and murders. | 

The crime commission, through a spe- 
cial committee, has given months of 
study to discover the weak points in 
criminal law as it is administered today 
and some of the recommendations call 
for radical changes in legal methods. 
The startling statement is made that 90 


per cent of major criminals are not ap- 


prehended, while 75 per cent of those 
caught in the meshes of the law escape 
punishment.’ If this really is a fact the 
time is at hand when the structure of 
American criminal law and its adminis- 
tration should be thoroughly reorgan- 
ized. 

With this desirable reform in view the 
crime commission committee recom- 
mends, among other things, that laws 
should be revised so as to permit judges

Should Be Subject to !m- 
peachment. 


To the Editor of The Posit——Sir: 
It is regrettable that the judiciary 
committee of the House has ex- 
pressed the opinion that a commis- 
sioner of the District of Columbia 
is not a Federal officer. Such a 
finding, if sustained by the cgurts, 
would be very detrimental to the 
best interests of the people of this 
community. 

There have been some opinions 


Federal officer for certain purposes, 
but the question as to whether he is 
subject to impeachment has never 
been passed upon by either. The 
opinions referred to are unsound 


and are not at all well reasoned. 

It has been suggested that the 
situation here is analogous to that 
of a municipality in one of the 
States. There is no analogy what- 
ever, for while municipalities with- 
in the States are created by the 
State legislatures, the .— officials 
thereof are elected by and are 
amenable to the people of the mu- 
| nicipality. 

The District of Columbia was ac- 
quired solely as the seat of the 
national government. The Supreme 
Court of the United States has held 
that certain corporate powers are 
exercised by, the Distri¢t _govern- 
ment; yet the District of Columbia 
as the seat of the government is 
controlled by Congress exclusively. 
The United States government is 
the sovereign and the District gov- 
ernment one of the agencies of the 
sovereign power. Also that within 
the District of Columbia and the 
other places purchased and used for 
municipal purposes the national and 
municpial powers of government of 
every description are united in the 
government of the Union; and these 
are the only cases within the United 
States in which all the powers of 
rovernment are united in a single 
government, excer: in the cases of 
the temporary Territorial govern- 
ments, and there a local government 
exists.

Tub Unearthed in 
Irish Bog Held to Show Ad- 
vances of Gaelic Race in Do- 
mestic Arts; Evidently Made 
of One Piece and Is Similar 
in Shape to Baths of Today. 


To the Editor “he § Sir: 
Reverting to the discussion waging 
at present in the English press re- 
garding the bathtub and its early 
use, will you permit me to state 
that a bath of ancient origin was 
unearthed in Carrowilkeen, Sligo, 
in the west of Ireland, in the month 
of May, 1908, and may be seen at 
the museum in Dublin. It is & feet 
in length and about 26 inches in 
width, and has a depth of about 19 
inches; at each end there are 
handles neatly carved, and in the 
bottom there is a plug. The bath 


| was evidently hewn out of one piece 


of wood, a large trunk of a tree, 
hollowed, and is well smoothed on 
the inside. 


It is in an excellent state of pres- 
ervation and must have been buried 
many centuries. The spot where it 
was found is the remains of a very 
deep bog. The tub is similar in 
shape to the bath of today. 

Both Irish and British archeolo- 
gists maintain that it has been in 
the bog from about the ninth cen- 
tury. This need not surprise us, 
since we kn’iow that under the Gaelic 
civilization in Ireland baths were in 
common use. It was a strict rule 
among the Filanna, or regular 
army, that when they returned to 
headquarters after drill or ma- 
neuvers they should have a bath to 
refresh themselves. An old maxim 
ran: ‘Three preparations for a good 
man’s* house—a bath, a drink of 
mead and a good fire. Foreign 
writers visiting Ireland in the early 
part of the sixteenth century ex- 
pressed great surprise at the num- 
ber é6f people taking their daily 
ablutions, while others state that 
in no other country were children 
better cared for or more frequently 
bathed in tepid baths. 

Hot air, or Turkish baths. were 
first invented in Ireland; the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal of 1908 stated 
that the first Turkish bath was 
opened at Dublin in 1726. 

An English antiquarian, Moore- 
in his ‘‘Faith 
Cures,’’ describes them in a most 
interesting way. 

This Turkish bath, as it is called 
in Ireland and England today, was 
known till 1886 on the continent 
of Europe as the Roman-Irish bath: 
in Germany, Bohemia, Prague and 
Nuremberg the bathhouse sign 
read, ‘‘Romische-Irische, baden.”’ 

In the old Gaelic MSS. we gee 
where the doctors ordered wounded 
soldiers to be bathed in herb baths. 

In conclusion it may be remarked 
that Ireland, the land of the West, 
developed so many of the domestic 
arts that through invasions have 
become lost, as it were, the strug- 
gle of 1,000 years has cost her 
much. It has obscured a lot of her 
past glory. When a people’s lan- 
guage dies its civilization ceases. 
The world moves quickly. It has 
no care of the past, so English- 
speaking people will say, ‘‘Imagine 
Ireland having baths such a long 
time ago; can it be possible?’’

ticularly is this true when the aver-|, 


age interest rate is moderate, and 
Mr. Helm’s estimates of $122,000,- 


/ 000,000 indebtedness and an annual 
j;interest payment of $7,500,000,000 


give a figure of a little over 6 per 
cent, 

Mr. Helm finds that the ‘‘money 
lenders’’ have loans outstanding of 
“about 35 per cent of our entire 
worth,” and that ‘‘they appear to 
have the entire nation, corporate 
and individual, thoroughly and com- 
pletely mortgaged.’’ But who are 
these money lenders? The people 
of the United States, of course, 
unless the writer has visions of vast 
intrigues against the financial 
integrity of our country by inter- 
national malefactors of more than 
great wealth. Such an hypothesis 
scarcely squares with the present

A solution of the store window 
problem is being carried out at Erle- 
bacher’s, 1210 F street northwest. 
The store has a large area of space 
extending over four floors, as well as 
over three floors above the adjoin- 
ing shop. As a consequence the 


opportunity for making an adequate 
window display proportionate to the 
size of the stock, an opportunity 
limited to the barely more than 29 
feet of their own front, has made it 
necessary to give special study to 
overcoming so far as possible, limi- 
tations of restricted space. 

The adoption of a typical arc ade 
with recessed sides seemed tndi- 
cated by the conditions, with the 
difference, however, that the lobby, 
or space between recessed sides of 
windows, that suggested part of an 
octagon, was used as a motif for 
complete octagonal layout of the 
lobby floor, using a rather gay tile 
motif in the center, combined with 
Jj colored and black marble, in con- 
trast with a field of more sturdy 
6 by 6 grayish tiles. The entire 
octagon is framed in a border of 
black marble. that unites'in a con- 
tinuous fan with the 3-inch subbase 
to the show windows.

New York’s Highest Bench 
Holds Legislature May 
Regulate Trade. 


POINTS TO MEASURES 
IN 12 OTHER STATES 


Rules Business Is One in 
Which Knowledge and 
Faith Ils Necessary. 


Ruling of the New York court of 
appeals, the highest court of the 
State, holding that the legislature 
of the State ‘“‘acts within its law- 
ful powers when it establishes a 
system of licenses for real estate 
brokers with annual renewals,”’ is 
of great importance as supporting 
the whole principle upon which real 
estate license laws have been en- 


acted in 22 States, according to an 
analysis of the text of the decision 
made by the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards. 

The opinion of the court is pre- 
dicated squarely on the thesis that 
the real estate broker, by the na- 
ture of his calling, acts in a fidu- 
ciary capacity requiring both trust- 
worthiness and specialized knowl- 
edge, and that it is a matter of pub- 
lic welfare that admission to that 
calling be regulated by the State 
so as to insure the general public 
against intrusting their real estate 
matters to the judgment of irre- 
sponsible or incompetent persons. 

“The legislature has a wide dis- 
cretion in determining whether a 
business or occupation shall be 
barred to the dishonest or incom- 
petent,’’ the opinion of the court 
states. 

“Callings it is said there are so 
inveterate and basic, so elementary 
and innocent, that they must be 
left open to all alike, whether vir- 
tuous or vicious. If this be as- 
sumed, that of broker is not. one 
of them. The intrinsic nature of 
the business combines with practice 
and tradition to attest the need of 
regulation. 

“The real estate broker is 
brought by his calling into a rela- 
tion of trust and confidence. Con- 
stant are the opportunities by con- 
cealment and collusion to extract 
jilicit gains. We Know from our 
judicial records that the opportu- 
nities have not been lost. With 
temptation so aggressive, the dis- 
honest or untrustworthy may not 
reasonably complain if they are told 
to stand aside. 

‘‘Less obtrusive but not negligible 
are the perils of incompetence. The 
broker should know his duty. To 
that end, he should have ‘a general 
and fair understanding of the obli- 
gations between principal and

Disloyalty may have its ori- 
gin in ignorance as well as fraud. 
“He should know, so the legisla- 
ture has said, what is meant by a 
deed or a lease or mortgage. At 
any moment he may have to report 
as to such matters to expectant buy- 
ers or lessees. Often he goes fur- 
ther, perhaps too far, and prepares 
a memorandum of the contract. He 


is accredited by his calling in the’ 
minds of the inexperienced or the 
ignorant with a knowledge greater 


than their own. 

“The legislatures of many States, 
awakening to these evils, have 
adopted statutes like to ours,’ the 
opinion further states, citing twelve 
such statutes. ‘‘Legislation so gen- 
eral marks a rising tide of opinion 
which is suggestive and informing.’’ 

The decision of the New York 
court of appeals was brought on a 
case involving the attempt of a 
broker to collect a commission for 
services as a real estate broker 
which he had performed at a time 
when he had allowed his real estate 
broker’s license to lapse. It there- 
fore did not involve any question 
but the straight question of the con- 
stitutionality of the law requiring 
a license, and does not bear upon 
the requirements of the New York 


law that an applicant be a citizen, 
and that he must if required by the 
State tax commission, which admin- 
isters the real estate license law, not 


|only give information to determine 


his responsible character but also 
give proof of his competence. 


New Press Building 
To Be Oil-Heated 


The National Press building, un- 
der construction at Fourteenth and 
F streets northwest, will be heated 
automatically by oil fuel. One at- 
tendant will adjust the machinery 
so as to produce a proper flow of 
oil and the rest is automatic. Even 
fires producing steam for radiators 
will make the operation satisfactory 
and economical in labor of opera- 
tion.

| Bui lding Movement Jumps 


As First Half Year Closes 


Gain of 74% Per Cent in Permits. Reported for June, | 


1926, Over Same Month Year Ago—Washington , 
Ranks Seventh Among the Cities. | 


Building activities throughout 
the country, as indicated by the 
volume of permits issued and plans 
filed, begin the second half of the 
year on about the same basis as 
last year. In the 457 cities report- 
ed in the national monthly building 
survey of S. W. Straus & Co., per- 
mits of $2,212,614,498 were issued 
for the six months period a loss of 
1 per cent as compared with the 
first half of 19265. 

There were indications, however, 
just at the end of the half year 
period, of a rather pronounced up- 
ward movement. The 457.cities re- 
ported permits of $412,770,125 for 
June this year as compared with 
$383,851,634 for June a year ago, 
a gain of 7% per cent. ‘The sig- 
nificance of the figures lies in the 
fact that the gain over May was 
substantially 56 per cent. Normally, 
there is a distinct falling off be- 
tween May and June. 

Since 1919 this decline has aver- 
aged around 10 or 11 per cent. 
Last year+when building activities 
were proceeding with unprecedent- 
ed momentum, June permits were 
just about equal to those of May. 
Whether this June spurt marks the 
beginning of a period of even more 
intensive building activity than has 
ever before been experienced in the 
United States or whether the fig- 
ures represent a considerable vol- 
ume of projects that were deferred 
from the spring months due to un-

An important feature of the 
semiannual review of the national 
building situation is the continued 
gain of construction work through- 
out the South, notwithstanding the 
spectacular activities that have 
been in progress in that section for 
the last three years. The 100 lead- 
ing cities of the twelve Southern 
States showed a gain of 26 per 
cent during the first half of the 
year as compared with the same 
months in 1925, and 11 per cent 
in June compared with last June. 
The chief centers of activity were 
Florida, Texas and North Carolina. 

Plans filed in New York city 
during the first half of the year 
were a little more than $516,000,- 
000, a gain of about 11 per cent 
over the first half of 1925. Judg- 
ing from;\the large volume of new 
plans, building activities will con- 
tinue to be.carried on in New York 
more intensely than in any of the 


other major cities of the country. 
The six months report of S. W. 
Straus & Co. shows that the plans 
for construction filed in New York 
during the first half of 1926 were 
greater by several million dollars 
than the combined building per- 
mits issued in the next ten leading 
building centers of the United 
States, namely, Chicago, Detroit, 
Philadelphia, Los Angeles, Cleve- 
land, Washington, San Francisco, 
Boston, St. Louis and Newark.

“Wax 


Bare floors need not inch uninter- 
esting. Well kept and well polished, 
with good rugs about, they can look 
better covered and more interesting 
than an arid stretch of carpet, and 
in additon have the merit of being 
more sanitary, 

The object of stain is to deepen 
or alter the color of the wood, also 
to emphasize the beauty of the 
grain. The colors used for a stain 
must be transparent, and either oil 
or water may be used to mix the dry 
pigments. Oil stains are safest for 
wood that has been already treated. 
Both wax and oil polish tend to 
enrich and depen the color, while 
they also act as a_ preservative. 
When signs of wear appear, a little 
of the dry color should be mixed 
with the polishing wax and rubbed 
well into the wood, then polished 
over with the rest until the worn 
spot disappears. Of these two— 
or oil—wax gives the brighter 
polish and is, on the whole, the most 
practical for floors. 

Phe floor offers endless opportuni- 
ties for new and unusual color ef- 
fects. It can be painted or stained 
in colors to suit the furniture and 
type of the room, and frequently a 
floor in some unusual color or colors 
gives the room more character and 
interest than the brown or natural 
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tones we have lived with so long. 
Green, blue, black, yellow and violet 
are good colors for floors provided 
they harmonize with the surround- 
ing furnishings. An attractive floor 
can be made by staining the boards 
vivid green and then giving them a 
thin glaze of black 

Practically all colors for staining 
can be bought dry and mixed at 
home, or by the oil and paint dealer, 
according to recipes. There are also 
the specially prepared stains which 
are perfectly dependable. 

Stain can be used _ successfully 
only on floors that are in fairly good 
condition. When the floors are old, 
with gaps to be puttied and holes to 
be patched, or when they have been 
spoiled by successive applications or 
bad stain, then is the time to paint. 
The painted floor is much more dur- 
able than the wax or varnish stain. 
It does not look odd, it lends itself 
to any scheme of decoration, and it 
is the most efficient disguise for de- 
fective floring. 

When painting a floor the boards 
must be cleaned thoroughly and all 
roughness planed away. Then three 
or even four coats of paint must be 
applied and then two coats of var- 
nish. Later, when the floor gets a 
litle dull with use, it may be waxed.

Frank T. Hines by Gen. John V. 
Clinnin. recently elected national 
commander of the D. A. V., in a 
series of conferences here last 
week. 

- It was originally planned to have 

a dinner in honor of the new 
leader, but Gen. Clinnin asked that 
thig bé- postponed, as he had de- 
cided to devote all the time of his 
official visit to Washington to con- 
stderations of the problems of the 
disabled with..those handling the 
matter. 

While Gen. Clinnin was here 
only two days, he spent nearly 20 
hours in conference with the staff 
of the Washington office of his or- 
ganization in the Munsey build- 
ing, and his first call on the direc-; 
tor of the veterans’ bureau lasted 
more than an hour. The com- 
mander told the director that it 
was the belief of the organized dis- 
abled of the country that the most 
acute situation concerned the men- 
tally ill former service man, both 
in matters of guardianships as 
well hospitalization. 

Acting upon the D. A. V. recom- 
mendation Gen. Hines sent his gen-

Gen. Clinnin told Gen. Hines that 
on the matter of hospitals the D. 
A.. V. was committed to a plan of 
extending and improving existing 
facilities rather than constantly 
adding to the number of institu- 
tions, but that the organization 
would insist upon “the completion 
of: the permanent hospitalization 
program at emergency speed,”’ par- 
ticularly stressing Federally oper- 
ated hospitals for the insane. He 
said many of the incompetent vet- 
erans are now in State and county 
institutions that are considered by 
the D. A>Y. as totally unfitted for 
férmer soldiers whose mental dis- 
abilities are traceable to their war 
service. 

Gen. Clinnin expressed gratifica- 
tion at the action of Congress in 
the closing hours of the session in 
writing into the world war veterans 
act Many amendments that will 
Clarify the law. He urged upon 
the director the necessity of getting 
out all orders and regulations as 
the bureau interpreted the 
changes in order that the benefits 
of the amendments be felt by the 
individual veterans without delay. 
Gen. Hines explained that as soon 
as the bill was signed by the Pres- 
ident the ranking officials were or- 
‘dered to prepare the regulations 
immediately and they are all ex- 
pected to be promulgated for the 
guidance of all branches of the bu- 
reau throughout the country during 
the coming week. 

‘Hundreds of men in Washington 
are to receive some benefits from 
the changed laws and in order to 
expedite ajudications. the District 
of Columbia department of the D. 
A. V., with part of the funds de- 
rived from the annual forget-me- 
not campaign each fall, has set up 
a special service at room 191-B in 
the regional office of the veterans’ 
bifreau here, which will act as free 
attorney for disabled men in the 
preparation and _ presentation of 
their respective claims. 

Gen. Clinnin devoted one after- 
noon of his two-day stay, to inspec- 
tions of the ‘institutions here where 
veterans are hospitalized. At Mount 
Alto, on Wisconsin avenue, he in- 
sisted upon eating in the patients’ 
general mess and expressed himself 


in the manner of its less roomy rel- 
ative. Here is a design with a per- 
sonality of its own—which meets 
the problems of the moderate-sized 
house in its own way. It is Georgian 
in flavor and has broken roof lines 
which are extremely pleasing to the 
eye and which fit charmingly into 
the landscape. The house is shown 
as built of brick but it would look 
equally well in  weatherboard, 
stucco or stone, and this is not true 
of many house designs, which being 
planned for one material, lose their 
distinction if built in another. 


The house is T-shaped in plan, 


and one of the striking features !{s 
the bow window running up to the 
‘second story and containing the en- 
|'trance door on the lower floor: The 
|structure of the bow is sheathed in 
lead-coated copper sheeting which 
|quickly weathers into a beautiful 
shade of gray. In combination with 
'red brick it is extremely lovely. 
| The cross part of the T is princi- 
‘pally given over to the service and 
‘the garage. From the southeast 
‘corner of the garage a wall extends 
|to the street, shielding the service 
|entrance from the view of the main 
‘entrance. Behind this wall are 
planted a row of lindens whose sym- 
'metrically crowned heads would 
|eventually grow into a solid mass of 
foliage to show effectively over the 
high brick wall. 

The entrance hall,-with its oval 
shape, leads into the living room 


down a short flight of steps; and 
further into a study or room in 
which outdoor toys, such as veloci- 
pedes, bicycles, &c., might be kept; 
from the right it leads upstairs and 
off into the service passage. The 
living room is of spacious size and 
has a fireplace at one end, while the 
opposite end is utilized as a dining 
room. 

The upper floor contains three 
bedrooms, two baths, a maid’s room 
and bath, and a boudoir with its 
lovely bow window. There is plenty 
of closet space and a generous linen 
closet. 

A house built on these lines is 
dignified and conservative enough 
to fit in practically anywhere and it 
combines indoor practicality and 
convenience with a most unusual in- 
dividuality and beauty of exterior.

THREE OF EAGH tk HUN 
FOR GOVERNOR IN TEARS 


Bonnets and Sombreros Are 
Tossed Into Democratic 
Primary Ring. 


MRS. FERGUSON IN RACE

Dallas, Tex., July 17 (By A. P.). 
*Three bonnets and as many som- 
breros have been tossed into the 
Texas Democratic political ring, the 
exit from which may lead one of 


the owners to the governor's man- 
sion. 

Gov. Miriam A. Ferguson wants 
to return to the capitol for a sec- 
ond term. Mrs. Edith -Wilmans, 
of Dallas, inspired by her distinc- 
tion as the first woman member of 
the Texas legislature, also desires 
the job, as does Mrs. T. K. Johnson, 
of San Antonio. 

In the race to restore the méu 
under th eexecutive house dome are 
Dan Moody, attorney’ general: 
Lynch Davenport, Houston business 
man, and Rev. O. F. Zimmerman, 
known as “Zim, the Tithing Evan- 
gelist.’’ 

Moody has concentrated his at- 
tack on the Ferguson administra- 
tion. Davidson’s principal plank is 
conservation of the State’s natural 
resources and his slogan ‘‘more 
business in government and less 
government in business.”’ 

Mrs. Johnson advocates modifica- 
tion of the Volistead act, while Mrs. 
Wilmans calls for strict enforcement 
of the prohibition laws, reduction 
of taxes and reform in the care of 
insane persons. .Mr. Zimmerman 
promises to crush bootleggers and 
drive evolutionists from the State, 
if given the opportunity. 

One feature of the campaign is 
Gov. Fergsson’s offer to resign aft- 
er the primary—-July 24—if Moody 
leads her by one vote, provided 
Moody resigns if she is ahead of 
him by 25,000. Moody accepted, 
whereupon Davidson charged the 
two principals with placing two of 
the highest offices of the State on 
the plane of a ‘common crap 
game.’’ 

The Republicans also will hold 
their primary on July 24, and for 
the first time in years there are two 
candidates for the nomination, E. 
P. Scott, of Corpus Christi, and H. 
H. Haines, Houston.

Then your chances of success in 
the movies is greater than if your 
face were long, if you are one of the 
vast army of people whose ambi- 
tions lie along this direction. 


The perfect camera face must be 
round, say Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
experts. It makes little difference 
how exquisite the coloring or how 
perfect the features, the contour of 
the fact actually decides one’s fate 
in the movies. 

The color of the hair and the eyes 
does not matter. There are just as 
\many blue-eyed girls on the screen 
as there are brown-eyed ones. Nor- 
ma Shearer, Eleanor Boardman, Lil- 
lian Gish and May McAvoy are only 
a few who have blue eyes, yet each 
one is a distinct photographic type. 

Should the features be regular? 
That is a disputed point. Many stars 
and players have capitalized certain 
defects. A pug nose, a crooked eye- 
brow, a very deep dimple has often 
characterized some star or player 
and made her more interesting than 
if she had absolutely perfect fea- 
rtures. — 

A long, narrow face, it is pointed 
out, is never effective on the screen, 
because the lights serve to accentu- 
ate this longness. The face does 
not need to be plump, but it must 
be rounded in contour. Sally 
O'Neal, Gertrude Olmsted, Greta 
Garbo, Joan Crawford, the newer 
faces on the screen, all have passed 
the acid test of screen tests because 
of their well modeled, rounded 
faces.

Massacre of Villasur and 
Party Placed at Site on 
=o aren 


OCCURRED AUGUST, 


July 17 


1720 


Monroe, Nebr., (By A. 
thrown on early history of the West 
through excavations being made in 
the cornfields along Looking Glass 
creek north of here by E. E. Black- 
man, curator of the Nebraska 
State Historical society. 


The curator expects to discover] 


relics and evidence which will es- 
tablish the site of the massacreby 
Indians in 1720 of a Spanish ca 
van under the command of Col. 
Villasur. The massacre, which 
long has been a matter of dispute 
among historians of the West, 
marked the halt of Spanish con- 
quests to the north in the eight- 
eenth century. 

Recently discovered documents, 
found in Spain and France by A, 
B. Thomas, of the University of 
California, and the discovery of 
bits of chain armor and ancient 
coins resulted in the present search 
for concrete evidence to establish 
the exact location of the massacre. 

Col. Don Pedro de Villasur was 
dispatched from Santa Fe to con- 
duct a reconnaissance of the French 
along the Missouri. 

In August, 1720, 
came upon the Pawnees. The 
Spanish cavaliers were received 
with friendly greetings by the In- 
dians, and an interpreter was sent 
to parley with the savages. For 
two days Villasur waited fruitlessly 
for reply. Fearing treachery, he 
decided to retreat and retraced a 
day’s journey, where camp was 
made for the night. 

The break of dawn the following 
day found the Spaniards astir mak- 
ing ready to continue southward. 
Suddenly in the confusion of break- 
ing camp the party was swept by a 
murderous fire of shot and arrows. 
Col. Villasur and virtually his en- 
tire party were slain before a 4e- 
fense could be organized.

Such men as* Mussolini 
rise to power because they, lift men 
out of the rut of the conventional 
and the routine and give them a 
chance of adventure, a taste of ro- 
mance and the ‘high risk’’ some- 
times disguised with a veneer of 
patriotism. Patriotism, the 100 per 
cent kind possessed by the American 
founding fathers, is a real creative 
spirit; the false patriotism is just 
another name for the betrayal of 
the people’s interests. 

Judging from the views of this 
critic, fascism is a sort of national- 
ism run mad, which glorifies Italy 
at the expense of every other coun- 
try on the face of the globe. It is 
well for the citizens of any land 
to have a proper respect for and 
regard of the traditions of his 
country, but braggart boastfulness 
is good neither for an individual 
nor a nation. 

No prejudgment of Mussolini 
should be made by those not affect- 
ed by his acts, for on his side are 
counted many deeds that thought- 
ful men and women record as bene- 
ficial in intention and even in re- 
sult. Mr. Bolitho, of course, is not 
the final authority in the Mussolini 
matter; history itself will have to 
decide just what his destiny has 
been.

P. Benn and is published by Charles

I Were a Labor Leader.” In it, Sir 
Ernest describes, in a nontechnical, 
but thorough manner, how far- 
reaching were the effects in Eng- 
land of the walkout of 2,000,000 or 
3,000,000 men, and suggests the 
lessons to be learned from such a 
revolutionary act. As the head of 
one of the largest publishing houses 
in England, Sir Ernest is able to 
speak authoritatively from the em- 
ployers’ point of view. Although a 
thoroughgoing capitalist, he  be- 
lieves in strikes and in the right to 
strike. In his book, ‘‘Confessions 
of a Capitalist,’’ he made clear his 
approval of labor unions and paid 
his respects to American organiza- 
tions of labor.

whether burners are. satisfactors 
before taking up consideration of 
whether or not thev affect the boil 
er and chimney. 

The question_wil!l naturally arise: 
“What are we to understand by 
the term ‘saisfactory?’”’ it OY 
that term is meant ‘‘perfect.”’ the 
only logical answer that can be} 
made is ‘‘no.’’ There is no perfect! 
machine of any kind in existence. 
There will never be, because what 
is considered satisfactory today is a 
joke tomorrow. Let us take plumb- | 
ing fixtures as an_ illustration 
About 30 years ago bathtubs and| 
water closets came into general use 
in that they were installed generally | 
.in homes. The fixtures of those by-| 
gone days were not perfect. they 
were far from perfect, still they 
fave as much good service and 
as much satisfaction to the people 
of those days as present-day fix 
tures do to us. 


Satisfaction Given. 

We of today believe that fixtures 
on the market today spell the last | 
word in finish and design. Stil] 
has plumbing manufacture arrived 
at a standstill? We believe not. 
and the manufacturers of another 
generation will look back at their 
former efforts with good-natured 
tolerance, just as we do now at our 
Own efforts of 20 or 30 vears ago. 

And so it is with oil burners for | 
domestic use—oil burners have! 
been evolving for the, past 25 years. 
Always they have given satisfaction 
when properly proportioned for the | 
load. correctly installed and intelli- 
gently operated. If they had not! 
given satisfaction, the domestic oil 
burner business would have died 
‘out decades ago. 

Today domestic oil burners have 
reached a higher state of develop- 
ment than they had ever attained 
before, and we are only standing 
on the threshold.

oS S ENLARGED Recent letters from the heads of 
the Electrical leagues in Cleveland, 
Boston and Philadelphia have al- 
ready been brought to the attention 
of the members.

Now comes another magazine to 
the attention of the head of the 
league public information commit- 
tee, B. E. Dement.

William Robert Wilson, president 
Copeland Products, Inc., manufac- 
turers of electric refrigeration, has 
announced the perfection of a new 
electric refrigerator. This accom- 
‘plishment represents months of in- 
tensive work by Copeland engineers, 
and marks a step forward toward 
simplification and compactness. 

While this new design embodies 
many improvements, its principal 
feature is the location of the cool- 
ing unit and the machine at the top 
of the refrigerator, all in one piece. 
As a result of this design, more effi- 
cient refrigeration is made. possible 
and the usable space for food is 
greatly increased, as the inside of 
the box is a single, unpartitioned 
Chamber. While the refrigerator 
is large enough for the average fam- 
ity of five, it is so compactly con- 
Structed that it can be used in a 
small kitchen or pantry.

If any attention should be necessarv, 
the hood of the refrigerator is re-| 
moved, the unit is lifted out and a 
loaned unit is substituted in its 
Dlace as quickly as the ice man fiills 
the ordinary refrigerator. 

In addition, the simplicity of the 
new design has enabled the engi- 
neers to lower the cost of operation. 
Where the average rate for elec- 
tricity prevails, it costs but.a few 
cents a day to run this new model.

Being Transformed Into a 
Gamblers’ Resort Where 
Gaming Will Never Cease

cards, dice and other gambling devices which are to be pro- 
vided there in such great variety. 


GE many people who believe 
that public gambling such as is 
permitted at Monte Carlo under 
the protection of the govern- 
ment of Monaco is a shameful 
blot on the world’s civilization 

are pained to hear that there is soon 
to be opened, also under government 
auspices, a new gambling hell that will 
rival and perhaps outdo wicked Monte 
Carlo. 


The new resort, which its promoters 
plan to make the largest and most unre- 
stricted gambling place in the world, is 
located on the island of Corfu, one of 
the numerous Ionian group of islands 
that dot the Mediterranean just off the 
coast of Greece. 


Its card tables, roulette wheels and 
other devices for every form of gam- 
bling known to man are being installed 
in the Villa Achilleion, one of the most 
artistic palaces in the world and famous 
for years as the summer home of the 
former kaiser. 

Like Monte Carlo, miles to the west- 
ward in the Mediterranean, the island 
of Corfu has long been regarded as one 
of the most divinely beautiful spots to 
be found anywhere. To artists and 
others who cherish Corfu for its love- 
liness it seems almost a sacrilege to 
permit this island paradise to be invaded 
by a horde of gamblers whose feverish 
eyes will be more interested in the turn 
of the cards and dice than in the won- 
derful scenic panorama spread before 
them in every direction. 

But the Greek government needs the 
money that is to be made by throwing 
Corfu open to public gambling and so 
the stately marble halls where the 
kaiser and his family once lived must 
be given over to faro, roulette, baccarat 
and all sorts of other games of chance. 

The degradation of beautiful Corfu 
and the Villa Achilleion into a gambling 
hell is one of the many things that can 
be blamed on the financial stress and 
strain imposed on Europe by the war. 

As everybody knows Greece is one of 
the nations most hard up in a financial 
way. The people have been taxed to 
the limit and still there is barely money 
to keep the ship of state going, to say 
nothing of doing anything toward pay- 
ing off the enormous - “debt, N. ational 


bankruptcy has repeatedly threatened. 

In their desperate financial straits the 
financiers of the Greek government have 
for a long time regarded with envious 
eyes the happy state of affairs in the 
little principality of Monaco. In Monaco 
taxes are unknown and there is no bur- 
densome public debt. 


All the running expenses of the coun- 
try are paid out of the share of the 
profits the government receives from 
the gambling concession at Monte Carlo. 
And these profits are large enough not 
only to keep Monaco running at the 
highest efficiency but also to maintain 
a steadily increasing reserve in the 
treasury. 

The other day an Italian gambling 
syndicate came along with an offer to 
take Greece into a partnership like that 
which exists between the gambling trust 
at Monte Carlo and. the government of 
Monaco. If Greece would allow the 
establishment of a gambling hell on the 
island of Corfu and agree to protect it 
for a long term of years, the syndicate 
would divide the profits of hd casino 
with the government. 

The offer was so tempting, the reve- 
nues seemed likely to be so large that 
hard-up Greece was unable to refuse the 
proposed partnership, even at the risk 
of desecrating the peaceful loveliness of 
Corfu. 

And so, when the work of transform- 
ing the Villa Achilleion into a gambling 


hell is completed, it should prove a 
source of enormous revenue to Greece 


if the management is as successful as | 


it expects to be in keeping the place 
crowded from one year’s end to another 
with gamblers from all over the earth. 

In one respect the Corfu gambling 
hell will outdo the one at Monte Carlo 
right from the start. Its doors will 
never be closéd and its gaming tables 
will be constantly in readiness for use 
at any hour of the night or day and on 
Sundays and holidays as well as every 
other day. 

No matter when the passion for gam- 
bling happens to seize a visitor to Corfu 
he may gratify it almost instantly by 
hurrying to the Villa Achilleion. The

Although only 35 years old, the proud 
Villa Achilleion that is now being de- 
graded into a gambling resort, has a re- 
markably interesting history. It was 
built by Empress Elizabeth of Austria 
as a refuge where she could hide her- 
self from the world in the days of her 
grief over the tragic death of her son, 
Prince Rudolph. / 


After considering many different lo- 
cations for the palace she proposed, the 
empress finally decided on the island of 
Corfu, often called the ‘‘Pear] of Ionia.” 
High on a cliff overlooking the island- 
studded straits of Corfu an Italian arch- 
itect, Rafaelle Carito, reared for her a 


marvelous marble villa in the Italian

renaissance style. He gave it 
an exquisite portico and cele- 
brated sculptors lined it with 
statues of the Greek muses. 
Unfortunately for the purpose 
to which the villa is now being 
put there was no muse who 
made gambling her special 
charge—none to correspond to 
our modern “Lady Luck.” 
The villa was completed in 
1891 ac a cost of $5,000,000, 
and the grief-stricken empress 
moved in. It was surrounded 
by a splendid piece of landscape 
gardening that has always 
been famous for its profusion 
of flowers and shrubs and the beauty 
of its pines and cypresses. 


Along the dewy paths of this delight- 
ful garden the empress used to stroll 
late at night, long after everybody else 
in the villa was in bed and asleep. It 
was here, according to what Elizabeth 
confided to her friends, that she had the 
strangest, the uncanniest romance prob- 
ably any woman ever had—a romance 
with the ghost of the dead poet, Hein- 
rich Heine! . 


The empress had long been a great 
admirer of the poet and his immortal 
songs of love. While’her villa was be- 
ing erected she had had a small Greek 
temple set up on one side of the terrace 
descending to the sea and in this she 
enshrined a statue of Heine. 

Not long after she took up her resi- 


dence at Corfu, according to the stories ~ 


he later told her friends, the empress 
was pleasantly surprised to see the 


‘ shadowy form of Heinrich Heine appear 


at her elbow. For a few minutes this 
spirit figure walked by her side in grave 
silence. It was not long, however, be- 
fore he began to talk quite as audibly 
as if he had been there in the flesh. He 
confessed his love for the empress and 
she blushingly admitted that she loved 
him, 

This was the first of many alleged 
meetings of this strange pair of lovers 
—the living woman and the ghost of 


the dead man. Until the day of her 


death the empress insisted that almost 
every night she walked in the garden 
the spirit of the poet would appear to 
her. It always came about the same 
time, she said, and would remain for 
several hours. 

She gave her friends vivid word pic- 
tures of the caresses she and-her eerie 
lover exchanged and the poetic words 
of love he murmured in her ear. 

Empress Elizabeth died the victim of 
an assassin’s knife in 1898 and the mys- 
tery of the ghost she so earnestly be- 
lieved to have seen and talked with and 
embraced has never been explained. 
Some of her friends were convinced that 
she actually saw the spirit of Heine 
just as she said. 

Others thought that the poor em- 
press’ mind had been unhinged by grief 
over her son’s death and that the whole 
thing was only an hallucination. Still 
others thought that some gardener or 
other servant had had the wicked im- 
pudence to prey on the empress’ cre- 
dulity by impersonating the ghost of 
Heine and thus getting the opportunity 
to enjoy the imperial kisses. 

Since the death of the empress no- 
body has ever claimed to have seen any- 
thing resembling the ghost of Heine in 
the garden of the Villa Achilleion. If 
it still haunts the place it is likely soon 
to have plenty of spirit companionship 
+-the ghosts of despairing gamblers 
who will doubtless take their lives 
there just as they so frequently do in 
the grounds surrounding the notorious 
casino at Monte Carlo, 

Of all the people who will seriously 
protest against the taking over of Corfu 
for such nefarious commercialism none 
will be louder in his arguments than the 
former Emperor of Germany, Kaiser 
Wilhelm, 

For under the grassy loveliness of the 
terraces in Corfu, the former kaiser be- 
lieves are buried archaeological treas- 
ures that would be of the greatest value 
to science and which ought to be un- 


_ earthed for the advancement of civiliza- 


tion. 
How did the kaiser know this? Wil- 
helm or “Kaiser Bill,’ although most be- 
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The Duchess of Valentinois, the wife 

of the ruler of Monaco, who has 

vainly struggled to free the country 
from the curse of gambling. 


lieve he is only interested in war, really 
likes to be known as a scholar and scien- 
tist. Like Caesar he thinks he too is 
endowed with a marvelous capacity for 
almost any endeavor he should turn hig 
hand to. 

So after Elizabeth’s tragic death, the 
kaiser took over Corfu in 1907 and went 
into archaeological exploits quite exten- 
sively. Here in this pleasant refuge 
from the cares of state, he took great 
pleasure in dabbling in a science that he 
liked to pass as an authority on. 

Still the natives of Corfu tell tales of 
the kaiser’s excavations. He first se- 
lected the ancient temple of Gorgo and 
to direct the hundreds of natives dig- 
ging into the earth he enthroned hime 
self high up on a hill side. 

As perspiration dripped from the 
poor natives who stood out in the boiling 
sun driving pickaxes into the rock and 
sand, the Hohenzollern sat in a wicker 
chair. beneath a large umbrella sipping 
cooling drinks. 

Luckless cabinet ministers were told 
when they came to Corfu to discuss 
matters of grave importance that the 
kaiser could be found on the hilltop. 
After a long journey they were. then 
forced to hike up the steep hill in the 
burning sun to consult Wilhelm. 


So intent did the kaiser become in his 
desire to unearth relics that the German 
archaeologists rather than see him dis- 
apppinted are said to have buried treas- 
ures so that the emperor could with 
great delight uncover them the next 
day. 

After awhile either the natives were 
not enthusiastic enough on finding some 
ancient relics or the kaiser concluded 
that his findings were too frequent to be 
genuine but at any rate one day when 
a famous archaeologist called on him 
the kaiser smiled knowingly and asked:

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Stars and Plays of Other ‘as 
~ Ghost-Like Across

OMI} 24 vears after they stopped drink- 
ing the king’s hcalth in this country 
the first theater was opened ‘in Wash- 
ington. 

Though Williamsburg, then capital of Vir- 
ginia, had been the scene of the first known 
representation of the acted drama in North 
America, as far back as 1718, the Capital of 
the new nation did not come into theaterdom 
until the dawn of the nineteenth century. 

The first theater opened in Washington, 
at the corner of Eighth and E streets north- 
west, in 1800. There was an old hostelry on 
the corner, a place known as Blodgett’s hotel 
and this sheltered Washington’s first play- 
house, 

Five years after the city’s initial venture 
{nto theatricals some daring soul opened a 
theater on the corner of Eleventh and C 
streets northwest, known as the Washington 
theater. 

The ball rolling, for the next ten or fif- 
teen years theaters opened right and left in 
that old district till there was one at the cor- 
ner of Sixth street and Louisiana avenue and 
eventually one on the site now known as 
Little Ninth and C streets and Louisiana ave- 
nue, where stands the deserted Bijou. 

[In a little while the Bijou will be no more. 
Its glory faded, the old theater building stands 
like some old forlorn Shakespearean actor, 
out of a job, hat dented and bent, in the midst 
of dusty scenery. Commission merchants and 
produce firms encircle its basement, and the 
roof of the Bijou looks three ways into mar- 
ket stalls. 

+ xe a + 
HE Bijou is a relic of the past; the !ast 
connecting link of the theaters of today 
with their predecessors of a century ago. 

Though few realize it, the Bijou is the old- 
est theater structure in the entire city of 
Washington. Even its slie goes back fartner 
in the history of theatricals than does that 
of the National theater which was built first, 
in 1835; shortly before the panic that put 
two or three other theaters in the city out of 
business. 

James T. Duhamel, a patent attorney, na- 
tive Washingtonian, historian and lover of the 
theater, is one of the few men in Washington 
who recall the Bijou when it held forth as 
the great theater of the city; when Presidents 
were among its clientele, when generals of 
the army and diplomats from foreign coun- 
tries journeyed down the Avenue in gigs and 
victorias to see theatrical stars of their day. 

In this day and generation, when theater- 
going is part of life’s ordinary activities. 
when buses and street cars and automobiles, 
private and public, are at hand to take folks 
to and from the theater in any kind of 
weather, no one thinks of inconvenience as 
part of footlight worship. In those old days, 
according to Mr. Duhamel, theatergoers some- 
times were forced to abandon the ordinary 
means of conveyance and go to their favorite 
theater in boats. 

Those were the days when a slow-moving 
and sullen body of water plowed its way 
through the very heart of Washington, old 
Tiber ‘creek; and this tributary of the Po- 
tomac had a way of overflowing; so that it 
Was not an uncommon sight to see a boat- 
load of high-hatted and evening attired gen- 
tlemen and ladies being paddled across 
Pennsylvania avenue to the lobby of the 
Bijou. The gangplank was thrown out 
from the top step, the navigator hollered, 
‘‘All ashore that’s going ashore,’’ as they have 
hollered in river parlance for centuries, the 
doorman reached over, helped the arrivals 
out of their craft, ushers showed the party 
to their seats, and the curtain went up on 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ or whatever it was 
troupers displayed. After the show, back 
came the boats and the boatmen, theatergo- 
ers were rowed up the Avenue a way, landed 
at a tavern, and a midnight repast was 
served. So different from going to the the 
ater nowadays.

HE Bijou started its theatrical career as 

Wall’s opera house, the outgrowth of a 
carriage shop. It will end it, if present plans 
zo through, a central depot for interstate 
bus traffic. 

Wall’s carriage shops lined C street on the 
south side, between Ninth and Tenth. They 
were, evidently, one-story affairs; so it was a 
simple matter to use these structures as a 
foundation and build a theater above them. 
That is what happened. That, too, is why 
there have always been steps one-story high 
leading from the street level to the lobby of 
the Bijou. 

Later, after old man Wall had started 
things moving, John T. Ford who had a 
string of theaters in Richmond and Balti- 
more, came over to Washington and took 
over the property, calling it Ford’s opera 
house. 

“My father and John T. Ford went to 
school together,’’ said Mr. Duhamel the other 
day, recounting some of the Bijou’s past, 
“‘and that is why I am so familiar with what 
went on in that old theater. My father was a 
doctor ‘here, and Mr. Ford, when he took 
over the theater, made father attendant phy- 
sician. As a boy, I was always anxious to 
carry any messages down to the theater and 
hence had the run of the house. Passes were 
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a boon to me, then, as they are to almost 
everybody now—-and I also had entre back 
stage, meeting many of the distinguished 
stars of the old days.’’ 

Though the market crowds that go by the 
old structure today and see it in its dilapidat- 
ed state might well believe it was never any- 
thing save a cheap theater at best, some of 
the finest talent on the American and foreign 
Stages trod its boards at one time or another. 
This is vouched for by Mr. Duhamel who, 
offhand, recalls that such stage celebrities as 
Tommaso Salvini, John McCullough and Law- 
rence Barrett appeared there.

‘| remember having the thrill of a life-time 
one night shortly after President. Arthur 
went into the White House,’’ said Mr. Du- 
hamel. ‘I was down at the old theater when 
the President came in, took a box, and was 
forced to stand and bow to the audience be- 
cause of the great outburst of enthusiasm 
upon his arrival. To me, it was a night 
never to be forgotten.”’ 

Rhea and Janauschek, Buffalo Bill and 
Emma Juch, Emma Abbott and Joseph Jef- 
ferson, John T. Clark and John FB. Owens, 
James E. Bangs, Charles Hanford, Bob 
Downing, Jim Mahoney and Will Lackaye 
were some of the fellows who really got 
started in the days when Ford’s opera house 
fiourished. Alice Oates, grand opera singer, 
was the popular star of the day and whenever 
she played a week in repertoire the old 
house was packed and jammed. Mr. Du- 
hamel recalls one occasion when a round 
robin was sent through the city, the first 
signature being that of Gen. U. S. Grant, 
asking that this little lady of the theater re- 
main over another week; much in the fashion 
of National Theater Players being asked to 
repeat plays in this season of seasons. 

“When the old folks liked something they 
were not afraid to vent their enthusiasm,’ 
claims Mr. Duhamel, ‘‘and I believe they had 
a better regard for actors and actresses then. 
At least it seems to me that members of the 
theatrical profession were accorded higher 
homage; for that was the era of stage wor- 
ship. Today people take their theatrical stars 
as a matter of course. Perhaps the acting 
is not what it used to be; perhaps there are 
more actors. Whatever it is, things are dif- 
ferent.’’ 

Well, things are different. In those days 
the theatergoers were so enthusiastic upon 
occasion that riots followed in the wake of 
visiting stars; performers from other coun- 
tries, as in the case of McReady. The Amer- 
ican populace 
eigner the high privilege of being better at 
the acting game than a native American. 
Nowadays, Broadway and the provinces seek 
stars from other firmaments. 

Clara Louise Kellogg and Alice Louise 
Cary were two outstanding favorites popular 
with patrons of the old Bijou, before it was 
the Bijou; when Ford still had a hand in its 
destiny. Those were the days when The 
Boston Ideals held forth; when Harrigan and 
Hart, the American team that came near vy- 
ing with Gilbert and Sullivan, brought their 
own productions to the old opera house at 
little Ninth and C streets, singing ‘“‘The Mul- 
ligan Guards,”’ “‘Paddy Duffy’s Lumber Cart,’’ 
and a host of popular songs that’ made their 
names famous the length and breadth of the 
land. 

* * * * 
RIMROSE and West, minstrel men, did 
their soft shoe dancing, buck and wing, 
and sang popular ditties of the day before 
the old gas lights that threw their flickering 
rays through the auditorium atop the former 
carriage shops. The Haverley Minstrels also 
put out their eight-sheets before the door, 
and Herman, the Great, one of the famous

magicians of all time, pulled rabbits and 
canary birds from the high hats of gentlemen 


and the leg-o’-mutton sleeves of -ladies. 

The Gilbert and Sullivan operas were first 
introduced to Washington. at Ford’s opera 
house. Carncross and Dixie found favor 
there, along with Neil Bryant and Francis H. 
Burnett, Barry and Fay, comedians, and 
May Irwin, who became famous for her 
roustabout song, “‘Throw Him Down, Mc- 
Closkey.”’ The great Lotta, who died only 
last year, appeared when a young woman on 
the stage of the Bijou—one of the most pop- 
ular actresses of her time.

In its day the Bijou has housed all sorts 
of theatrical entertainment from the classics 
down. There was a time when the Shake- 
speare club put on regularly the works of 


the Bard of Avon; when some of the most 
famous grand opera stars sang before the 
footlights of the Bijou. And there was a 
time, too, and not so long ago, when the low- 
est of the low comedians elicited raucous 
laughter by means of slap-stick, balloon, 
bologna and buffoonery of the clown. 

Even the old-timers have almost forgotten 
the Bijou, nestling in all its loneliness down 
there by Center market. Was a time when 
belles and beaux flocked to its offerings; 
when carriages of the aristocracy drew up 
before its lighted doors. 

Some twenty years ago, the Bijou started 
to go to pieces. It entered the field of bur- 
lesque. It closed. It opened again. Fly-by- 
night managers tried their luck with this or 
that piece of theatrical property; won or lost, 
and went their way; until came the day when 
boards were nailed high and tight on the 
entrance doors, eight-sheets taken down, and 
the old theater left to its memories. 

Wall’s opera house, Ford’s opera house, 
and finally the Bijou; in French, a jewel. 
There it is, down on the triangular corner of 
little Ninth, C streets and Louisiana avenue. 
Look at it, a great, gaunt, gray ghost of what 
was once ‘ palace of pleasure. 


N the ee om of the.street from the 
Bijou once stood Washington’s most cel- 
ebrated building, according to Mr. Duhamel, 
who likes to go back to ‘those old days, that

was the Central guardhouse, or police head- 
quarters. It has been torn down many years. 
In the ’70s, after the civil war, when hard 
drinking was the popular outdoor and indoor 
sport of Washingtonians, the old guardhouse 
was a rendezvous. Probably that is one of 
the reasons why the Bijou went out of busi- 
ness, eventually; for the boys, of a Saturday 
night, always managed, somehow or other, to 
make the short journey from the theater to 
the cellrooms across the street. 

In those days, theatergoing being what it 
was, and with a market nearby, there was 
ever the temptation to break up a perfor- 
mance;.and the egg-throwing was always up 
to par, being a sport somewhat akin to the 
golf of another day. A ham actor and an 
egg. That was the idea. 

The gallery gods used to dare ’em to come 
out; and the tragedian who ventured beyond 
the wings when the gallery was in the mood 
for frolic was a better man than Ghunga 
Dhin ever thought of being. 

Upon one occasion experts in the top row of 
the gallery got so good that the management 
of the old Bijou had to spread a net across the 
stage to save his actors and the scenery. 

Downstairs, of course, the folk were al- 
ways well behaved, but those rowdies who 
went up in the gallery! Heavens! 

Wallace Munro, theatrical advance agent, 
who was through here not so long ago with 
Eve -LaGallienne, playing the Ibsen reper- 
toire, tells a story that illustrates the perils 
of old theater days. 


‘Tl was with one of the big stars of that 
period,’ relates Mr. Munro, “when it was 
customary for the manager to start a claque. 
In the old Bijou, the boys in the gallery were 
always good for a riot, if given half a chance, 
Some of them had tuned up, and I went across 
to the Central guardhouse to ask for police 
protection. They sent over a riot squad, and 
I walked up the Avenue to get a libation while 
the police were carrying out the dead and 
wounded—-if any. 

‘“‘When I got back to the theater everything 
was quiet inside, and the star had just walk- 
ed on stage to start a big speech that should 
bring applause. The back row of orchestra 
seats were screened off with a heavy curtain. 
I stuck my head through this, started to ap- 
plaud and shout vociferously. It was my part 
of the act. All of a sudden a mighty hand 


had hold of me, and in a jiffy I found myself 


being rushed down the front steps and over 
to the Central guardhouse. There, they gave 
me what is now called the bum’s rush, clapped 
me in a cell, and it took all the influence of 
my star and the theater manager to get me 
out; for the good police had mistaken me for 
one of the rowdies against whom I had lodged 
complaint earlier in the evening.’’ 

No one knows just what will happen to the 
Bijou theater; whether it will be torn down 
or left to stand as a house for idle buses 
after their long runs over the dusty roads; 
put this is almost sure: It will never again be 
a theater; never again be a hall of entertain- 
ment where gather great stars of the theatri- 
cal world. It’s day of glory is over. It has 
come to the end of the road. They have rung 
down the curtain forever at the Bijou. 

Some of the old-timers interested in the 
Bijou and its passing haye written to The 
Post and from this mass of letters the fol- 
lowing are culled:

Dear Mr. Daly: Your reference to the Bijou 
theater has caused me to reminisce, not that 
I want to go further back then the ‘‘Rambler,”’ 
but as I’ am probably a little older than 
Willie Fowler and J] hope not as old as Eddie 
Walsh, my memory carries one back 
further than theirs and I can tell what I heard 
when a small boy. 

The facts are these: My grandfather, Henry 
Weedon, had a coach factory on the site of 
the theater in question; the building burned 
down before the civil war; then a theater was 
erected on the ruins and known first as Beny’s 
Opera house, then as Wall’s Opera house, 
Ford’s Opera house, the Bijou. I can not go 
further back than Ford’s regime and can re- 
member seeing Charlotte Cushman, Maggie 
Mitchell, Kate Claxton, John T. Raymond, 
John E. Owens, John Sleeper Clark, ‘‘Lotta,”’ 
Lester Wallach, Charles E. Bishop, the origi- 
nator of “The Widow Bedotte;’’ Joseph Jef- 
ferson, F. S. Chanfrau, George L. Fox in 
“Humpty Dumpty;”’ John McCullough, Tom- 
maso Salvini, Sheridan and Ross, tragedi- 
ans; Alice Oates; the Vokes family, Carl- 
ton Opera Company, the Bostonians when 
Herndon Morsell and his wife, Lizzie Ben- 
ton, were members; Lillian Langtry, Minnie 
Maddern, Charles Wyndham, John Drew, with 
the Augustin Daly company; Couldock in 
‘Hazel Kirk’’—and, by the way, DeWolf 
Hopper was in this company and he later ap- 
peared in a play entitled ‘‘A Thousand Wives’”’ 
(probably the title preyed on his mind). Nat 
Goodwin also played at this house. The plays 
I remember were: “‘The Heir at Law,” ‘‘Lend 
Me Five Shillings,’ ‘‘Dot,’”’ or ‘“‘The Cricket 
on the Hearth,” ‘‘Our Boys,’’ Harrigan and 
Hart, with the famous songs such as ‘‘Paddy 
Duffy’s Cart” and “Swing Low, Sweet Char- 
iot;’’ the Madison Square company in a reper- 
toire, including ‘‘Alabama;’’ Hess Opera com- 
pany, with William Castle, Zelda Sequin, Will- 
lam Sequin, Lizzie Amandale, Duff Opera com- 
pany, 

It was on these boards that ‘‘Pinafore’”’ first 
appeared in Washington. Likewise ‘The 
Pirates of Penzance,’’ ‘‘Iolanthe,’’ ‘‘The Sor- 
cerer,’’ ‘‘The Musketeers,’”’ ‘“‘‘The Sea of Ice’’ 
or a ‘‘Mother’s Prayer,’’ ‘‘The Two Orphans,”’ 
“The Tourists in a Pullman Palace Car,’’ 
with William <A. Mestayer and Theresa 
Vaughn; Minnie Palmer in “Our Boarding 
School; W. J. Scanlon, Fritz Emmett. Then 
there was the Ford’s Stock company, which 
alternated between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton. In this company was Miss Effie German, 
Belle McKenzie, Marion Brockwell, and 
Charles Drew. Our old friend, William

They do this because 
the symptoms of death from cholera and 


strychnine are somewhat similar and any- 


body’s death may be blamed on cholera. 


-Immediately after a person’s death his 
friends burn up the body. It is a part of 
their religion, but it makes it pretty hard for 
the authorities to investigate crime. 

What a contrast there is between their 
treatment of human beings and their treat- 
ment of animals! Consider, for example, the 
‘“‘sacred cow.’’ According to the Hindu be- 
lief it is by holding to a cow’s tail that the 
spirit of a dead person is ferried across the 
river of death which corresponds to the 
Classical Styx. The cow is therefore ven- 
erated and the Hindu’s idea of an ideal deatl: 
is to have a cow beside his bed and its tail 
in his hand as he expires. 

The real cause of the cow’s ‘‘sacredness”’ 
is not very hard to find. This animal is the 
principal beast of burden, it being the one 
best able to withstand the rigors of the 
Eastern climate. On the service rendered to 
humanity by these animals depend the lives 
of the teeming population. If the ancient 
law givers had not foreseen this and had not 
forbidden that the cow should be used as an 
article of food the breed most likely would 
have been exterminated and the human popu- 
lation decimated in turn. The whole Indian 
peninsula would have been reduced to the 
cultivation of the ground by hand, the only 
alternative being the use of the elephants, 
which, of course, are not nearly numerous 
enough or so well suited for the work.

strange practices and beliefs of the Hindu 
religion one finds a similar purpose to pro- 
mote the material welfare of the people. 

As a general thing the destruction of all 
animal life is forbidden. An orthodox Jain 
will, when taking his daily promenade, go 
to the extreme of having his servant sweep 
the paths before him for fear that inadver- 
tently he might crush the life from one of 
nature’s most insignificant creatures. In like 
manner his mouth and nostrils are veiled to 
avoid the possibility of even inhaling the 
smallest fly. 

A good example of the length to which 
many natives of India carry their tender re- 
gard for the lower animals is shown by the 
way the people of certain districts let the 
deadly cobras roam about their cottages and 
even take up their home and rear their fam- 
ilies inside their walls. This tolerance of 
the most venomous of reptiles and the wide- 
spread habit of addressing sing-song prayers 
to the snakes while they coil menacingly be- 
fore the worshiped result in thousands of 
deaths from snake bites. Still there is no 
sign of the Indians losing any of their ancient 
respect for the supposed sacred wisdom of 
the serpent. 

The reason why animals are so carefully 
protected by the Hindu religion is because 
one of its basic principles is a belief in re- 
incarnation. According to the doctrines of 
reincarnation the souls of men and women 
are continually passing to and from the 
bodies of animals, either before or after they 
have completed one existence of human form. 
The devout Hindu therefore fears to destroy 
any animal for fear of upsetting some spirit 
that is destined eventually to be housed in @ 
human body or which has already enjoyed a 
human existence.

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AIR LINE TO PARIS 
IS GOAL OF FLIERS 


Once more the fiying machine is going to 
dwarf the globe on which we live. Not con- 
tent with the north pole, enormous altitudes 
and dizzy speeds, a score of pilots have set 
their hearts on making the first complete 
nonstop flight from New York to Paris over 
the Atlantic ocean, a distance of nearly 4,000 
miles, in about 36 hours of air travel. 

This summer’s effort to fly the Atlantic is 
not another stunt. There is no land to dis- 
cover. In fact, there is neither boon nor 
bonus in the actual flight. 

What, then, beckons men to so hazardous 
an air journey? 

We need only to turn to our air mail for 
an answer, writes Fitzhugh Green, U. 8S. N., 
in the August issue of Popular Sclence Month- 
ly. Three years ago, he recalls, plans for a 
permanent air mail seemed visionary. Now 
air mail pilots are flying nearly 17,000 miles 
a day on schedule. 

The purpose of the New York to Paris 
flight plans is to demonstrate the feasibility of 
a permanent commercial! service between these 
two p@reat capitals. It is belleved by experts 


that in three years at most daily planes will 
be passing regularly across the blue seas 
carrying mail and, later, passengers. 

Five expeditions have been mentioned 
among those likely to get away before the end 
of August. Lieut. Comdr. Noel Davis, of the 
United States naval reserve, has been nego- 
tiating for a huge Fokker plane to carry him 
and one companion across. Two of the 
round-the-world army filers have hoped to 
agument past honors by’ this new air tri- 
umph. One expedition has been kept a dark 
secret owing, it is said, to the unique design 
of the plane to be used. 

Last, and in some ways most promising, is 
the flight to be made by Rene Fonck, the 
renowned French ace, who is said to have 
had 150 enemy planes to his credit in the last 
war. The Russian aeronautical designer, 
Sikorsky, is the builder of Fonck’'s plane. 

This summer’s flights will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 4,000 miles over what is known 
as the ‘“‘great circle route.’’ This will take 
the fliers north along our Atlantic coast and 
then eastward over the travel lanes of liners.

Al- 
though | know I will be laughed at by the 
skeptical for saying such a thing, I must 
nevertheless set down the fact that during 
the years I have spent in India-I have seen 
many things happen in connection with the 
people’s deep-seated religious faith which I 
know the scientists of the western world 
would pronounce utterly impossible. 

Sir Hari Singh, although schooled s0 
jhoroughly in the ways of the western world, 
never lost his interest or faith in the occult 
arts and the power of the “‘holy men.” It 
was one of these wise and holy persons 
whom Sir Hari employed continually to study 
ithe stars in order to warn his master of 
omens, good or bad.

If that is a scientist's 
comparison then what is extravagant in pic- 
turing the human mind as a broadcasting and 
receiving set combined, only of another sort? 

A Yogi may come from any religious sect 
which believes in the all powerful deity. This 
inspired person sets out with the object of de- 
weloping the microscopic portion of the divine 
will contained in him to such power ang 
magnitude that it enables him to overcome 
the natural necessities and weaknesses of his 
physical: body. These men endowed really 
with what might be called supernatural power 
@o not traffic tor gain. It is the frauds and 
fakirs and imitators of the holy ones who do 
that. 

The true Yogi, having overcome his physi- 
cal hindrances subjects himself to a regime 
pf great severity extending over many years

and frequently with- 
out obtaining the 
desired result. These 
practices of rigorous 


self-denial follow a 
routine that has 
been laid down 
Since time imme- 
morial and they 
have the effect of 
strengthening the 
human will to such 
an extent that the 
individual is en- 
dowed with power to heal the sick without 
visible treatment, to transfer thought to 
great distances and to do many amazing 
things. 

Official India knows these things, but either 
ignorantly discounts them as native humbug- 
gery or frankly accepts them as part of the 
not-to-be-understood life of the East. Most 
every one in India, for instance, recognizes 
it as a fact that long before official news can, 
by modern mechanical methods, be transmit- 
ted through the peninsula the bazaars every- 
where will be buzzing with it. This has been 
evident so often when great events have oc- 
curred that it is not possible to doubt it. 
There is something in India that works faster 
and carries farther than telegraphy or wire- 
less. 


In my listing of a Yogi’s abilities I have 
overlooked his power to suspend animation.

from his prolonged abstinence from nourish- 
ment and air. The ceremony is practiced as 
an effort to insure a good harvest. 

There was a remarkable case in Bengal 
where during some government construction 
work which required excavation, two human 
beings were found in tombs beneath a dense 
mass of jungle which had evidently been 
growing on the surface for many years. The 
bodies were not decomposed and when ex- 
amined carefully showed signs of life.

|SAYS WEST WILL RISE | 
TO POWER IN COUNTRY 


| 


The West has not yet risen to’ the im- 
portant part it will have in the future of the 
United States, according to Prof. Frederick 
J. Turner, formerly of Wisconsin and of 
Harvard, and an authority on Western af- 
fairs. Its political power, long great, is 
strengthening, and it is achieving a new edu- 


cation and culture, he says in an article on 
the West during the last 650 years in the 
July World’s Work. 

“The United States is in many ways & 
federation of sections, rather than of States,”’ 
he says. “Politically this is revealed clearly 
in congressional votes, where party voting 
breaks down. In a vote in the House in 
1877 on the free coinage of silver only three 
Republicans and two Democrats voted ‘no’ 
from all the States beyond the Mississippi; 
indeed, but seven votes {in opposition were 
cast west of the Alleghanies. 

“From the West came the insurgency 
that made it ‘enemy country’ in President 
Taft’s administration and made possible the 
downfall of Speaker Cannon and the direct- 
ing group of Hastern ‘elder senators.’ The 
Progressive party of Roosevelt found most 
of its strength here. Wilson's election was 
made possible by the West. 


“The farmers’ block of Western Repub- | 


licans combined with the Democratic South 
evolved from the farm bureau movement, 
growing from local units to State and then 
to national scope, and balking party admin- 
istrative policies in the period of both Hard- 
ing and Coolidge. The heart of this revolt 
of the Republican wing of agricultural States 
was in the West, rebellious against Hastern 
contro,  §__ : 
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“In contrast with™he Granger era, the 
Western farmers now- have their educated 
leaders, their experts in the economics of the 
distribution of wealth, of marketing, of cost 
accounting, as well as of the science of pro- 
duction. The agricultural colleges, the ex- 


periment stations, the powerful Federal De- - 


partment of Agriculture with an army of ex- 
perts are active in the service of the farming 
interests. The farmer is becoming less ‘reg- 
ular’ in party ties. 

“But the West's old initiative, its love of 
innovation, its old idealism and optimism, its 
old love of bigness, even its old boastfulness, 
are still there. As yet it has not played the 
powerful part in the common life of the 
Union which it will come to play. 

“This land of farm ‘owners, this land 
trained in pioneer ideals, has a deep conserva- 
tism, at bottom, in spite of its social and 
political pioneering. It may yet make new 
contributions to America, by its union of 
democratic faith and innovation with a con- 
servative subconsciousness.”’

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It was a proud and happy 
moment for Sir Hari Singh 
when King George took him 
by the hand and aid, 
“Rajah, I look to your 
loyalty as the next ruler of 
Kashmir.”

The Yogi at first said it 
would not only be undesirable but useless 
as he would not be understood or treated with 
respect by the Sahib. But the Brahmin ex- 
plained that this Sahib was not like others 
and would thoroughly appreciate his visit. 
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The Yogi said he would consider the matter. 

Some time passed and I had about given 
up hope of seeing the man when one after- 
noon, sitting in my bungalow having tea, I 
heard a commotion among the servants and 
one, very much excited, rushed in to tell me 
that the Yogi was at the gate. When I went 
out to receive him I found not only my own 
servants but all from the neighboring com- 
pounds prostrated on the grounds. 

At the gate I met a comparatively young 
man, some 35 years old, a living skeleton, 
clad only in a Safran shawl, the religious sym- 
bol of men devoted to the ascetic life. The 
temperature was not far from zero, for it was 
winter ‘ime in the mountains. I shook hands 
with my visitor and invited him into the 
bungalow. He protested that he was a poer 
man and unworthy, but eventually I got him 
installed in an armchair near the fire. He 
was shivering with cold and fever.. I asked 
him if he would join me at tea, and he said 
that while he had no religious objection to 
taking tea with me he had had sufficient 
nourishment for his body on that day. 

The conversation, to my amazement, was 


in English, which the Yogi spoke with ex- , 


ceptional fluency. He said he was the son 
of wealthy parents, still living; had been 
educated in an American university, traveled 
in many countries, and on returning to his 
home had renounced the world and become 


/BIG FEET MADE HIM 
CHAMPION SWIMMER 


Large feet have had much to do with giving 
Johnny Weissmuller, at the age of 21, the 
right to call himself, and to be proclaimed, 
the world’s premier swimmer. Even as a 
kid, out at the Larrabee street Y. M. C. A., 
Chicago, where Johnny first began to attract 
attention from swimming coaches, his feet 
stood him in good stead, for in them the 


coaches saw the “‘paddles’”’ that might enable 
him to devélop into the fastest swimmer in 
the world before he even reached maturity. 

And Weissmuller has done just. that! 

More than half the world’s records for 
men’s free style swimming were owned and 
controlled by the big-footed, long, lean lad 
from America when the last statistics were 
made public by the International Amateur 
Swimming Federation in 1925. Since that. 
time Weissmuller has added:to the list, and 
has mastered the backstroke, establishing 
new records in the events under that classi- 
fication. 

According to the Amateur Athletic Union 
of America, in its latest publication of rec- 
ords, which can not keep up with Johnny’s 
smashing seix-beat, double trudgeon crawl 
stroke, he holds 82 out of 60 recor or all 
individual swimming efforts, and certifications 
of additional forays into the 60 are now in the 
hands of the union, and have been favorably 
acted upon, Among them is the amazing time 
of 6:51 1-5 seconds for the 100-yard free style 
event, which cut his previous world record 
by 11-5 seconds. : 

Back in 1919 Johnny was like all the other 
boys in the North avenue neighborhood, which 
was adjacent to Lake Michigan. He had spent 


much of his time swimming and playing about 
the lake—and he was good then. 


“T watched the life guards and all the good 
swimmers,” he explains in the August Pop- 
ular Science Monthly, telling how it all start- 
ed. “I copied the strokes from all of them, 
until I guess I didn’t have any style at all.” 

Even with his crazy style, however, he 
could beat any kid on the beach except one 
‘‘Hooks”’ Hugo Miller, and it was Johnny’s 
ambition to beat ‘‘Hooks” that really started 
him on his way to swimming glory. Later it 
was ‘Hooks,’’ who put his friend on the right 
road to success by introducing him to Coach 
William Bachrach, swimming trainer for the 
Illinois Athletic club. 

“Bachrach got right after me,’ says 

“He taught me to get in an extra 

He taught me how to pull the water 

with my hands so that I could get more power 

from each stroke. He made me throw my. 

right shoulder higher, and-helped me put an 

arch in my back that enables me to swim with 

the least possible body resistance in the 
water.”’ 

Coach Bachrach, in turn, says that Weiss- 
muller has ‘“‘the great gift of muscular co- 
ordination.’’ Because of this, and also be- 
cause he can think when racing——and also 
because his feet feel snug in No. 11 shoes—- 
the lad from Chicago today can swim faster 
than any man on earth.

‘THERE ARE SOUNDS 
NEVER HEAR 


In church, while the organ is playing, have 
you ever felt the pew you are sitting in, and 


the floor beneath your feet, begin to tremble 
with a mysterious sort of rumbling that seems 
to come from nowhere? Perhaps, a bit start- 
led, you have looked around apprehensively 
at the walls and ceilings. Then, in a mo- 
ment, you have realized that the source of 
the strange rumbling is within the church it- 
self—somewhere among the pipes of the 
playing organ. 

What you may not have known, however, 
is that the vibrations which shake the objects 
about you are nothing more or less than 
sounds. They are really part of the church 
music; the deepest notes of the organ. Yet 
so low are they pitched that while your body 
can feel them as vibrations, your ears can not 
hear them at all. 

In fact, says the August Popular Science 
Monthly, all about you, in the noise and hub- 
bub of modern life, the air is full of sounds 
that you can not hear. Just as there are 
notes so low that your ears can not catch 
them, others are so shrill that you are hope- 
lessly deaf to them. Countless creatures may 
be conversing in shrill languages that you 
never have heard. Many scientists believe 
that some animals, like the bat, and many in- 
sects, can hear tones so shrill that they are 
forever inaudible to human beings. Certainly 
there are insects which have apparatus ap- 
parently adapted for producing such tones. 
It is quite possible that these creatures can 
talk to each other continually in sounds to 
which we are hopelessly deaf. It is possible. 
too, that some day we may find a way to repel 
or attract insects by inaudible waves. Thus, 
we might set up silent noise machines to keep 
mosquitoes or flies away from our houses. 


On the other hand, if we could find a noise 
that harmful insects liked we might play this 
siren song for them and draw them into 
traps. 


OUR HUGE MOSQUITO-BITE BILL. 


In your household budget, along with the 
items of grocery and butcher bills, have you 
figured on the summer expense of mosquito 
bites? Statisticians who have been following 
the trail of the buzzing pests, says Popular 
Science Monthly, tells us now that every man, 
woman and child of us paid, on the average, 
the sum of 91 ‘cents last year just for the 
privilege of being bitten. The national 
mosquito-bite bill was $100,000,000! This 
sum represents the damage done by malaria 
mosquitoes in bringing on some 3,000,000 
cases of chills and fever.

Which of our native wild animals is the 
most intelligent? This question has been 


asked me innumerable times and I presume 
other naturalists have had the same experi- 
ence. It is a question difficult to answer be- 
cause of the different standards whereby, in- 
telligence may be judged. I think the ma- 
jority of students of wild life will agree that 
the fox, wolf and bear will head the list. 

Of these, I presume many pick the fox to 
head the list. Certainly he is an animal of 
intelligence. 


once at heing outwitted by Reynard. 
sionally he does things almost beyond belief. 

Those who have hunted the bear to any ex- 
tent can tell of many surprising things which 
Bruin has done. 
gence. But to me it seems that the palm 
must be given to the gray or timber wolf, and 
that it has been fairly earned. 

The fox has shown wonderful adaptabiiity 
in holding his own despite man’s rapid clear- 
ing and settling of the country. He has had 
the wit to turn changed conditions to his own 
advantage. His size and method of living 
have enabled him to do this. The bear is es- 
sentially an animal of the forest, and here 
again is an example of adaptation to changed 
conditions. He holds his own fairly well, de- 
spite the inroads of the lumbermen and the 
destruction of his natural cover. He has even 
learned to turn a lumber camp to his own 
advantage and raid the pork barrel and mo- 
lasses barrel when unguarded. 

But neither fox nor bear has had to con- 
tend with the unceasing persecution which 
has fallen to the lot of the wolf. From the 
days of the first settlers every man’s hand has 
been against the wolf. A bounty has been 
on his head. Professional wolf hunters have 
been engaged for years in the endeavor to 
exterminate the wolf. Every conceivable 
method—-poisoned baits, traps, running by 
dogs, and still hunting—has been used against 
this wary freebooter, yet he persists still over 
a considerable range. He has met in a re- 
markable manner the supreme test—the test 
of intelligence. Time and again he has out- 
witted his human enemies and has retaliated 
by raiding the live stock of the very ones most 
bent on his destruction. 

If you have never heard the timber wolf 
howl, you have yet to hear one of the most 
fearsome sounds of the forest. No matter 
how often it is heard it will start a curious 
little feeling running up and down the back- 
bone of the listener. It is not startling, as is 
the screech of a lynx. There is no particular 
menace in it. Nevertheless, there is some in- 
describable quality which sets the nerves 
a-tingle. Perhaps it is because from child- 
hood we have heard and read of the terrible 
ferocity of the wolf pack. That these stories 
have some foundation in fact so far as the 
European and Siberian wolves are concerned 
may be true, but there is little evidence that 
American wolves ever make such attacks on 
human beings.

More Fresh Water Waterspouts. 


Sometime since I told of a fresh water 
waterspout which was reported to me from 
Connecticut. Now comes Mrs. Ethel Springer, 
of Franklin, Me., with an equally interesting 
account of a similar phenomenon. She says: 
“I certainly once saw a waterspout and will 
never forget it. In my geography at school 
was a picture of a waterspout. This picture 
made a lasting impression on me. About three 
years ago, while my husband and I were 
fishing off the rocks at a pond called Fox 
pond, a waterspout appeared. It was not 
more than 100 yards down the pond and per- 
haps 20 feet from shore when I first saw it.

It was a column of water, 
dark and angry looking, at least 20 feet high, 
and moving across the pond with a rhyth- 
mical, whirling motion—an ominous sight. 
The day was overcast, but there was no dis- 
turbance in the air. It was a sight I shall 
never forget, and I am certain any ordinary 
small boat would have been destroyed in it.’’ 

A similar occurrence is reported by Mrs. 
Mary E. Philbrick, of Gosaville, N. H. This 


‘occurred on a pond of about 80 acres in Ep- 


som, N. H. “One August day an electrical 
storm was approaching,” said she. ‘‘The clouds 
were heavy over the entire sky. An exceed- 
ingly low black cloud came from the west up 
the valley of the Little Suncook river. When 
this reached the dam a waterspout of 75 to 
100 feet in height swept for about 500 feet 
across one corner of the pond to a wooded 
shore. Others besides myself witnessed it.”’

TILIZING old newspapers and house- 
bold waste materials as the mediums 
of salvaging human derelicts and 
bringing them back to the better 
things of life is an experiment successfully 
erried out in Washington for the past 15 
vears by the Salvation Army social service 
department. The movemeit started with 
headquarters in a little hall, over a store on 
lower Pennsylvania avenue. The entire 
equipment consisted of one push cart, two 
or three willing workers and a zeal to suc- 
ceed. Today the work is administered from 
a modern marble and brick building. Fleets 
of automobile trucks and wagons cover all 
sections of the city at least once each week 
and more than 100 workers are employed iin 
the institution.

These’ discarded articles—whether 
they be clothing, shoes, furniture or old news- 
papers——honor their givers, fitst in helping 
to restore men to happiness and self-respect 
and second by brightening with their presence 
some drab little home of poor people. The 
process toward renewed usefulness of any 
article utilized in this manner is a story 
replete with economic interest and carries 
with it a most poignant appeal. 

The discarded article is first collected by 
one of the men who havé availed themselvés 
of the opportunity provided by the Industria! 
home. Arrived at the institution, it under- 
g0es a thorough process of renovation and 
cleansing by other workers in the home. It 
may be furniture, shoes ofr clothing, but 
whatever it is, it provides work for some man 
during the course of its repair or renovation. 
The donations are assorted. Clothes are 
mended and pressed, shoes resoled and 
patched, furniture repaired and dressed up in 
a new coat of paint. Newspapers are baled 
and sold direct to the papér mills, while the 
mogneinie and old books are placéd on sale 
in the book store. 

In the store, the rebuilt furniture is put on 
sale at a nominal price, set according to the 
labor required to repair and renovate it. The 
contributions of clothing are also sold under 
the same conditions. In this way articles of 
clothing or pikes ee nécessities are put 
within the reach of the poorest péople—those 
to whom the same ‘ ieee at the regular mar- 
ket price would be an impossibility. 
nominal sale price that maintains the indus- 
trial home, which is 100 per cent. self-support- 
ing, and at the samé time preserves the self- 
réspect of the worker and purchaser. In de- 
serving cases no charge i¢ madé for the need- 
ed article.

Not only do these donations of useless ar- 
ticles provide work for “the inmates of the 
Industrial home. They give employment to 
many men and women, who maintain their 
own little domestic establishments. Women 
in the laundry plant, the dressmending rooms 
and the sorting rooms are among this latter 
class. Many mén of age and in poor physical 
condition are also given light labor and are 
thus helped along, while still keeping their 
financial independence. 

Some of the inmates of the home have been 
there for years and have respectable, savings 
bank accounts. Others come and go withtin 
the space of a few weeks, but all are bene- 
fited by their stay there. Some of the work- 
ers are chaps barely out of their teens, while 
others are bent with years. Some of them are 
boys who have answered the call of the road. 
Other aré veterans of many adventures with 
life. Many of them are graduates of col- 
leges and some of them can neither read nor 
write. 

-In the institution they mix harmoniously 
and form au industrious, hard-working fam- 
ily. At stipulated periods, social entertain- 
ments aré given and upon those eccasions the 
mén fire allowed to arrange their own pro- 
grams of amusement. 

Five cents is deducted from each man’s 
weekly salary and this is set aside for medi- 
cal purposes in case one of tiem becomes 
sick. If thé illness is only of a slight na- 
ture, the man ia treated at the home. If it 
becomes serious, he 1s sent to one of the hos- 
pitals in Washington and all of his expenses 
there are paid for out of this fund. 

If, while an inmate of the home, a man 
pecomes physically helpléss through old age- 
or ailments, he can put in application for 
admission to the Home for the Aged, which 
is conducted by the Salvation Army. At this 
jJatter institution, he does no work of any 
kind, but passes through the remaining days 
of his life in rest and comfort.

SHIFTING TRADE BALANCE. 

In its analysis of the foreign trade of the 
United States for the first four months of 
1926 the department of foreign commerce 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States finds that the most striking develop- 
ment has been the shifting of the. trade bal- 
ance from exports to imports. 

Significant as this might appear,. however, 
the department does not regard the change 
as momentous. 

‘‘An excess of imports for a month, a quar- 
ter, or even a year,’’ the department says, 
‘is not unknown in our foreign trade. Since 
July, 1866, in 194 out-of 718 months, or 
more than one-fourth of the time, monthly 
imports have been larger than exports. ..ow- 
ever, in this period there have been only 
eleven years in which the total yearly trade 
showed an unfavorable balance, all occurring 
before 1894. . 

‘‘In the last 25 years an excess of imports 
in three successive months has occurred five 
times—in 1909, 1910, 1914, 1923 and 1926 
--one period (1914) even extending to five 
months and two (1923 and 1926) extending 
to four successive months. 

‘““A gmaller United States grain crop, di- 
minished demand from the European textile 
industry, and restricted buying generally in 
Europe all combined this year to curtail se- 
verely our exports of raw cotton, grains, and 
copper, a decrease which more than offset the 
splendid gains in our exports of numerous 
lines of American manufactures.”’

Some of these germs select the 
joint tissue for permanent head- 
quarters, others prefer the heart 
tissue, some feel more at home in 
the throat. They select their own 
little niche in their own little world 
and settle down to do their own 
specialized form of damage. 

This conscious, selective action 
on the part of the germs has been 
demonstrated by such leading bac- 
teriologists as Billings, Rosenow 
and others. A _ patient suffering 
from rheumatism came to a clinic 
for relief. An examination showed 
that he had several abscessed teeth 
in his mouth. This suggested that 
possibly the teeth were the cause. 

One of his teeth was extracted, 
the germs were prepared and in- 
jected into the veins of a rabbit.

It is for this reason that when 


‘teeth are extracted in the hope of 


curing some disease that originally 
started from the teeth, the cure is 
not always forthcoming simply be- 
cause the infection had a good start 
elsewhere. 

The best way to avoid this trou- 
ble and prevent large numbers of 
bacteria accumulating in the mouth 
is to keep the mouth clean and in 


healthy condition at all times. This 


can be done by proper use of the 
toothbrush, use of approved mouth- 
washes and periodic examinations 
of the mouth to discover beginning 
decay and other conditions that fa- 
vor development of bacteria in the 
mouth.

Q—-I had a tooth extracted and 
during the operation ‘the tooth 
broke. Do you think that it was 
the fault of the dentist who did the 
work for me?—C. S. 

A—tTeeth often break during ex- 
traction, in fact that is often the 
only way that they can be taken out. 


Removing Brown Spots. 


Q——My two upper front teeth have 
large brown spots right in front 
that makes them look very bad. The 
teeth are perfectly sound, but be- 
cause of their appearance, I have 
been thinking of taking them ,out. 
Would you advise me to do this? 
What else can I do?—S. E. H. 

A—Do not have those sound 
teeth extracted. You can have 
porcelain jacket crowns put on the 
teeth so that they will look as good 
as the rest of your teeth.

LITTLE DANGER IN ZINC. 


bb INC is not a poison in the 
sense that lead and mercury 


are. There is no danger of 
id staoning for the man who eats 
oods cooked in vessels which con- 
tain zinc, or taken from cans.”’ 
These are the opinions of Dr. 
fnker, who, with his associates, 
has been studying the question for 
about three years. He disagrees 
with McCord and Friedlander on 
many points. 
_Dr. Drinker has found that the 
human animal is fairly rich in zinc. 
There is a possibility that it is zine 
which galvanizes him into some of 
his activities. Zinc is found in all 
of his organs. He takes it in every 
day, and he eliminates it continu- 
6usly. It is found in his food and 
in his excretions as well. It is 
stored in his tissues. When he eats 


a dozen oysters he adds to his stock 
of zinc. . 


And Dr. Drinker finds no evi- 
dence that any of this does any 
harm. He fed zinc in fair-sized 
doses to laboratory animals for a 
considerable time, and he could find 
ho evidence that it did them any 
harm. He examined very closely a 


|. group of men who had worked in 


zinc for a long time. They were 
sound in wind and limb, and their 
‘organs were without flay.

The other exception relates to 
zine sulphate and zinc chlorides. 
These are corrosive substances and, 
like all other corrosive salts of the 
heavy metals, are quite poisonous. 
But these salts are not encountered 


by workers in industries, nor in 


foods nor water. .~ 


Some of the cases reputed to be 
case of zinc poisoning and, beyond 
question, due to occupational expos- 
ure, Dr. Drinker thinks were due to 
exposure to other metals mixed 
with the zinc, and not to zinc itself. 

In other words, zinc is pretty 
nearly given a clean bill of health 
by the research of Drinker and his 
associates. Such harm as comes 
from ‘the use of corrosive salts is 
not to be counted in considering the 
question from the occupational 
standpoint. The harm due to zinc 
fumes is more to the point. But 
factories should always be freed 
from metal fumes of every kind. 
The notion that zine taken up by 
ordinary water pipes was a cause of 


some time ago.
